PAYNE OUTLINES A PLAN. 


Sugar Beet States Enter Deter- 
mined Opposition and Are 
Read a Lecture by Con- 
gressman Grosvenor. 


WILL MEET AGAIN MONDAY. 


Divergence of Opinion Found to Be 
So Great That No Attempt to Vote 
Will Be Made Until Some 
Future Time. 


LEADERS HOPE TO FIND A WAY. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—[Special.]— 
After a caucus of three hours’ duration to- 
night the Republicans failed to reach an 
agreement on the question of granting tariff 
concessions to Cuba, and there was an ad- 
journment to Monday afternoon, when the 
question will again be considered. 

There were unmistakable evidences of a 
difference of opinion, although no ill feel- 
ing was manifested, but the conference em- 
phasized the fact that it will be difficult to 
reach a conclusion which will be satisfac- 
tory to all the Republicans. 

The conference was presided over by Rep- 
resentative Cannon, and about 125 “Repub- 
licans were present. Most of the time was 
occupied by Representatives Payne, Gros- 
.venor, and Tawney, all of whom were inter- 
rupted a great many times. These inter- 
ruptions indicated there is considerable op- 
position to granting Cuba any concessions. 


Payne Gives Outline of Bill. 

Mr. Payne read a bill which was drawn 
by direction of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee, which provides for a reciprocal ar- 
rangement with Cuba, granting a concession 
of 20 per cent when the independent govern- 
ment is established, and upon the enactment 
by the Cuban Legislature of exclusion and 
immigration laws identical with those now 
in effect in the United States. 

He said upon being questioned that the 
members of the Ways and Means committee 
did not vote for the bill, and intimated that 
it represented his viéws. Mr. Payne said a 
reduction of 20 per cent would not injure 
the sugar beet industry, and that the duty 


remaining would be ample for the purposes |. 


of protection. Mr. Payne spoke for nearly 
two hours, during which time those who 
come from the sugar beet sections of the 
country interrupted him and declared that 
this industry would be ruined if any con- 
cession were made to Cuba. 


Grosvenor on Beet Industry. 

General Grosvenor read a lecture to the 
sugar beet adherents and asked them why 
they had not earlier in the session presented 
to the House and country the facts brought 
forward at this late day. He said if this 
had been dohe all the present difficulty 
would have been avoided, as these facts 
would have created a different impression, 
whereas it would now be a difficult matter 
to put the case before the country in a man- 
ner' which’ would counteract the ideas now 
spread broadcast.

No Attempt to Take Vote. 

No attempt was made to reach a votewon

Terms of Payne Biil. 
Chairman Payne’s bill is as follows: 
“That for the purpose of equalizing the 

trade of the United States with Cuba the 
President is hereby authorized, as soon as 
may be after the establishment of an in- 
dependent government in Cuba, and the 
enactment by said government of immigra- 
tion and exclusion. laws as fully restrictive 
of immigration as the laws of the Untfted 
States, to enter into negotiations with said 
government with a view to the arrangement 
of a commercial agreement, in which recip- 
rocal and equivalent concessions may be 
secured in favor of the products and manu- 
factures of the United States by rates of 
duty, which shall be less by an amount 
equivalent to at least 20 per cent ad valorem 
than the rates imposed upon the like article 
when imported into Cuba from the most. 
favored of other countries; and whenever 
the government of Cuba shall enact such 
immigration laws and shall enter into such 
commercial agreement with the United 
States, and shall make such concessions in 
favot of the products and manufactures 
thereof as aforesaid, and which agreement 
in the judgment of the President shall be 


reciprocal and equivalent, he shall be au- 


thorized to proclaim such facts, both as 
to the enactment of such immigration laws 
and the making of such agreement, and

all articles tmported from Qmba the full 
rate of duty provided by law upon articles 
imported from foreign. countries.”

PLAN A NEW. SKYSCRAPER 


MANIERRES TAKE OUT A PERMIT 
FOR DEARBORN STREET. 


Say the Thoroughfare Is Becoming 
Wall Street of Chicago and Propose 
to Erect a Seventeen-Story Struc- 
ture—Sherman House Is Leased toa 
Syndicate for Twenty Years and the 
Pearce Family Is Out—Joseph Bei- 
feld Heads the Lessees, 


Regarding Dearborn street as the future 
Wall street of Chicago, George and W. R. 
Manierre yesterday took out a permit to 
erect a seventeen-story brick office building 
on the northeast corner of..Dearborn and 
Madison streets, to cost at least $375,000, 

‘‘The recent building operations in the 
vicinity have given the destiny to the street,”’ 
said W. R. Manierre. ‘‘ The new building 
‘of the Fifst National Bank, the addition to 
the Hartford Block, THE TRIBUNE Building, 
and the other structures proposed in the 
vicinity show that the financial interests will 
come to locate on Dearborn street more than 
ever. La Salle street has come to be the 
insurance center of the town, and State street 
is the shopping district. It is only natural 
that the financial interests should flock to- 
gether on Dearborn street.”’ 


Bought for $8,000 in 1850. 

The ground is numbered 129, 131, and 133 
Dearborn street, with a frontage of sixty- 
ty-three and a half feet and a depth on 
Madison street of eighty feet It is owned 
by the Manierres, and was purchased in 
1850 by their father for $8,000. It is now 
valued at $750,000, on the basis of a lease 
recently made for the premises at Madison 
and ‘State streets. The plans for the new 
building are being prepared, but the time of 
breaking ground has not been settled. 

The lots are now occupied by a five-story 
and basement stone building, which was 
erected shortly after the fire. The leases 
for the offices in it are made for short terms, 
so that the structure can be pulled down 
whenever arrangements are completed for 
the new block. 

When the Boston Store is extended west 
to conform in plan with the Champlain 
Building, this will build anew the Madison 
street face of this square. The south side 
of the street will be reconstructed with a 
new building on the site of McVicker’s The- 
ater, a building at the southwest corner of 
State and Madison streets, and THE TRIBUNE 
Building. 


Sherman House Changes Lessee. 
The Sherman House has been leased for 
a term of twenty years, from May l, by 
Walter H. Wilson, trustee of the F. G. Sher- 
man estate, to a local syndicate headed by 
Joseph Beifeld, the cloak manufacturer, and 
Nelson Monroe, attorney. It will be con- 
tinued as a hotel, but the lessees purpose to 
spend $125,000@in remodeling the houseyand 
enlarging its capacity. 
The rent to be paid is on a graded basis, 
beginning at $48,000 a year and increasing 
until it reaches $60,000, the ruling figure for 
the last halfoftheterm. The average rental 
is $56,550. Capitalized on a 5 per cent basis, 
which is the custom in leases of this char- 
acter, the value of the property is $1,131,000. 
The 1899 valuation was $994,770. 


Pearce Family Is Out. 


An agreement is said to have been made 


with two experienced hotel men to take the’ 


management of the house, but their names 
are withheld for the present. . The Pearce 
family will retire from the management. 

The proposed improvements provided for 
in the lease contemplate the rearrangement 
and refinishing of the first floor by the estab- 
lishment of a high grade restaurant. Italso 
is proposed to divide many of the larger 
guest rooms, increasing the number from 200 
to over 300. 


The Sherman House is one of the best 


known hotel properties in the city, while 


a purely real estate viewpoint it is one of 
the largest pieces of property under one 
ownership within the loop. The ground and 
building front 160 feet on Randolph and 180 
feet on Clark street. The building is seven 
stories and basement high and of the old 
type, with large lobby, generous hallways, 
and«orridors. 

Closely associated with the hotel is the 


name of J. Irving Pearce, who has been its’ 


landlord for over twenty years, and who will 
retire from the business with the expiration 
of his lease on April 30. 


Hotel Dates Back to I836. 

The history of the property is interesting. 
It has been almost three-quarters of a cen- 
tury since the lot was improved with a hotel 
the present structure being the 
third erected on the site. The east half of the 
lot, fronting *80 feet on Randolph street and 
180 feet on Clark, was purchased in 1836 by 
F. C. Sherman, afterwards Mayor of Chi- 
cago, for $6,353. In 1836 and 1837 he erected 
the first building and in November of the lat- 
ter year the City Hotel was opened by Jacob 
Russell, who had been the first proprietor of 
the Lake House. In 1844 the building was re- 
modeled and two stories added, making it 
five inall. Itthen was Fecniriatenee the Sher- 
man House. 

Marble Building Later. 

In 1861 the building was replaced by a 
marble structure six storigs high, costing 
$100,000, the value of the site being estimated 
at $50,000, and the furniture at $100,000. The 


| opening of the hotel on July 8 was a great 


event, and considered at the time an epoch 
in the history of the city. 

Immediately after the fire it was , rebuilt 
upon a much larger and more elaborate scale 
and was opened.to the public on May 1, 1873, 
by Charles Munson. In the fall of that year 
the trustees of the Sherman estate took 
charge of it temporarily until 1874, when 
Bissell & Hulbert rented it, and in 1882 J. 
Irving Pearce leased the property. 

Addition to High Building. 

Four stories are to be added to the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust Building, belonging 
to Marshall Field, at the northwest corner of 
Adams and Clark streets, making it sixteen 
stories high. A permit was applied for yes- 
terday. 


WORLD’S FAIR WHALER IS 
MADE A WRECK BY FIRE. 


After Years of Rough Service Among 
the Icebergs the Progress Meets Its 
— in South Chicago Harbor. 


After years of rough service in the north 
Atlantic, the ship Progress, launched in New 
Bedford th 1809 for the whaling trade, met 
an inglorious end last evening in the South 
Chicago harbor. 

Since the World’s Fair, when the Progress 
rode the waters of the outer lagoon equipped 
as a model whaler, the ship has been 
moored in the South Chicago harbor. Last 
evening, either by accident or design, fire 
was applied to what vandais had left of the 
old craft. As the flames shot high from the 


oil-soked timbers a crowd gathered on the 


river bank to view the sight. No steps were 
taken to extinguish the fire, which soon con- 
sumed the vessel to the water's edge.

When Her Daughter Is 
Attacked by Neigh- 
bor’s Boy. 


CLIMAX OF A LONG FEUD. 


Mrs. James Whittacker Fires 
Revolver and Mrs. William 
Laechle Is Seriously 
Wounded. 


HUSBAND VENTS HIS RAGE. 


A 15-year-old boy, going home from school 
yesterday afternoon in Rogers Park, struck , 
an 8-year-old girl neighbor in the back with 


later the mother of the little girl shot and 
dangerously wounded the mother of the boy. © 
The shot, which struck its victim in the 

shoulder and chest, was one of four fired 

by the enraged woman from a second story 

window in her residence. 

While the shooting was the direct outcome 
of the snowballing, the incident that may 
prove to be a tragedy was really the cul- 
mination of a feud of months’ standing be- 
tween the families of James Whittacker and 
William Laechle, next dcor neighbors at 1028 
and 1024 Farwell avenue. Mrs. Laechle, the 
victim, is lying in a critical condition at her 
home, and Mrs. Whittacker was admitted 
to bail last night in the sum of $5,000. 


Find Wounded Woman. 

The shooting occurred shortly before 1 
o'clock in the afternoons A boy who saw it 
rushed to the Rogers Park Police Station 
and told the police that two women were 
shooting at each other. A policeman went 
at once to the scene and found Mrs. Laechle 
lying half conscious in a pool of blood at the 
residence of Albert Martin, a near neighbor, 
whither she had fled. 

*“*T have been shot; Mrs. Whittacker shot 

she gasped. 

"be policemen had her removed to her own 
house and three physicians were called. A 
brief examination showed that the woman 
would live for several hours at least. 


One Who Shoots Arrested. 

The police then went t6 the Whittacker res- 
idence, which is a second floor flat. The first 
flat Was untenanted, and when they received 
no answer to their ring they forced the door 

and entered the apartmenis from which;the 
shots were fired. There they found Mrs. 
Whittacker lying on the floor and half hys- 
terical. She was taken to the police station. 

Meanwhile the husbands of both women 

had been summoned. Mr. Whittacker is a 
stenographer, employed in the office of 
State’s Attorney Deneen, and Laechle is 
foreman of a monument factory at Rose- 
hill. The men arrived at about the same 
time. 
Laechle became violent when told that his 
Wife had been shot and declared that he 
would shoot her assailant. He attempted to 
get his shotgun to carry out his purpose, but 
two policemen held him until they secured 
his promise to remain qulet. 


Tells Why She Fired. 

At the police station Mrs. Whittacker told 
in detail her version of the story. 

‘‘ We have been neighbors of Laechles for 
over a year,’ she said. ‘‘ During that time 
their boy, Charlie, has never ceased to annoy 
us. He would ring our doorbell at night 
and throw things at the house in daytime. 
For that reason we have never been on good 
terms. 

‘‘ While the children were coming home 
from school today the Laechle boy hit my 
88-year-old daughter, Helen, with a hard 
snowball, and she came home crying. I 
went out of the house to remonstrate with 
Mrs. Laechle and met her and her son on 
the lawn between our houses. 

‘‘T saw the son flourishing a revolver at 
me, and ran back into the house and shut 
the door. At that the back and side doors 
of my house were struck with a volley of 
bricks and broken crockery. Then I heard 
the mother cry, ‘Shoot her.” I became 
frightened, opened the back door, and fired 
two shots into the air. 

‘Then another lot of stones struck the 
house, and I went to the bedroom which 
faces the Laechle home. I told the boy and 
his mother to go away, but they would not, 


of the revolver. Mrs. Laechle staggered and 
fell to the ground, and I fell back on the 
floor in a faint.”’ 


Other Side of the Story. 

The Laechles live in a cottage, and a space 
of twenty feet separates it from the flat in 
which the Whittackers live. There is no 
fence between or in front ofthe houses. The 
boy of the snowball, Charles Laechle, denied 
he! had thrown the missile at Helen Whit- 
tacker or that he had flourished a revolver 
at her mother. Mrs. Laechle was too feeble 
to talk. 

‘Mrs. Whittacker threw something 
through our window,” the boy said, “ and 
then ran up-stairs. My mother went out to 
see where the missile came from, and saw 
Mrs. Whittacker leaning out of a window. 
Mother asked her who broke the window, and 
Mrs. Whittacker replied: ‘ I did.’ 

“The. Mrs. Whittacker began to shoot 
and my mother fell. I have never annoyed 
that family. A few weeks ago Mrs. Whit- 
tacker pointed a revolver at me and drove 
me out of our yard. Since that time I have 
been afraid of her.” 


Boy Has a Revolver. 

The police went to the Laechle home 
found that the boy Charlie had a small

Mrs. Whittacker was locked up in the 
Sheffield Avenue Police Station and released 
on bail after an hour. She went secretly to 
the house of some friends on the West Side. 
When she was arrested she left her two chil- 
dren in the care of Mrs. George Marlowe, 
who occupied the flat above her, and Mr. 
Whittacker came after them quietly at 10 
o’clock last night. 

Tt was feared that if Laechie should learn 
a member of his neighbor's family was in the 
vicinity he would attempt violence.

TRAGEDY IN SCHOOLROOM 


TEACHER KILLED BY REJECTED 
SUITOR, WHO ENDS LIFE. 


Fletcher R. Barnett, an Educator, 
Rushes Into Room Crowded with 
Pupils Near Camargo, Ill., Shoots 

Miss Eva C, Wiseman, Who Refused 
to Marry Him, Wounds Boy and 
Himself, Grabs Gun from Farmer 
and Tries Again to Die. 


Camargo, Ill., Feb. °5.—[Special.]—Fletcher 


R. Barnett, a teacher, this morning went 
to the school near here, at which the girl 
who had refused to marry him was teaching, 
shot and killed her, shot a boy who went 
to the rescue of the girl when the other 
pupils fled, then shot himself. 

Failing to end his own life at once, Bar- 
nett remained in the schoolhouse by the 
body of Miss Eva C. Wiseman, whom he 
had killed, until the farmers came running 
from all directions, armed and determined 


to lynch him. Then he rushed out of the | 


door, grabbed a shotgun from a man who 
was standing near, and shot himself again. 
Fatally wounded Barnett’ continued his 
flight for 300 yards, then leaped into a well, 
and was drowned. 

The farmers who had gathered to avenge 
the murder of Miss Wiseman did not see 
the final act of the tragedy, and, not know- 
ing Barnett was dead, organized into excited 
crowds, and scoured the surrounding coun- 
ty,. gathering forces as they went.

Panic in Schoolroom. 

The tragedy occurred at the Rice School, 

near here, at which Miss Wiseman was 
teaching. Barnett was teacher at a school 
near the one at which the murder occurred. 
Barnett went to his school this morning, 
but seemed excited, and left after a short 
time. 
At 10 o’clock he rushed into the crowded 
schoolroom, throwing open the door with- 
out warning, and, advancing directly 
towards Miss Wiseman, flourished a re- 
volver, and said: 

43 You have ruined my life. ” 

Before the startled girl could rise from 
her chair the man fired and she fell. The 
pupils fled in panic, many leaping from the 
windows, while others struggled, scream- 
ing and fighting, to escape by the door. 


Pupil Shot Trying to Aid Girl. 

- Bert Hopewell, one of the older pupils, 
sprang forward to aid his teacher. As 
he advanced Barnett fired, the bullet in- 
flicting a slight wound in the boy’s témple. 
Hopewell staggered out of the schoolroom 
and Barnett fired another bullet into Miss 
Wiseman’'s body. The boy, recovering his 
senses, rushed back into the room just in 
time to see Barnett shoot himself and fall 
beside the body of the girl.

By that time the alarm had been raised: 


by the frightened children, and farmers liv- 
ing near by and people from this village 
armed and ran to the scene. Barnett was 
still in the room, begging the boy Hopewell 
to kill him. He recovered his strength, 
rushed to the door, grabbed a shotgun, and, 
running to the corner of the building, made 
another effort to kill himself. 


Organize to Lynch Murderer. 

He then ran down the hill and leaped into 
the well. 

Mounted posses were organized in 
this place and by farmers near the scene, and 
they started the pursuit with the avowed in- 
tention of lynching Barnett. The search was 
kept up for several hours, the news of the 
finding of the body failing to reach some of 
the searchers.

Both Well Known Teachers. 


Miss Wiseman was one of the most be- 


loved girls in the Village of Camargo. She 


was the daughter of Dr. W. A. Wiseman, a 
physician, and a graduate of the State 
Normal School, She was a member of the 
Teachers’ association and stood high as an 
educator, and was but 20 years of age. 
Barnett was also a teacher of prominence 
and bore a good reputation. He has taught 
in the schools of this vicinity for several 


years.

RAIN AND GLOOM MAR THE DAY. _ 


New York, Feb. 25. — [Special.}] — Prince 
Henry of Prussia, now officially the guest 
of the City of New York, after a day spent 
in brilliant ceremonies, including the launch- 
ing of the Emperor’s new yacht, Meteor III., 


tonight attended a gala performance at the : 


Metropolitan Opera-House arranged special- 
ly in his honor. 


Only the rain and the gloomy sky mares: \ 


the program for the day, but every detail 
was carried out as arranged, and the great 
throngs which greeted the Prince on every 
hand could hardly have been larger were the 
sun shining. 


Prince Enjoys the Ceremonies. 

The royal guest seemed to enjoy to the ut- 
most the ceremonies in his honor. He was 
enthusiastic over the launching of the yacht, 
and when President Roosevelt led in cheers 
for the German Emperor, the Prince replied 
by starting three cheers for Miss Alice 
Roosevelt, who christened the new vessel. 

The launch on Shooter Island took piace in 
the morning, and the program, carried out 
without a hitch, took up something less than 
an hour. Sponsor, Prince, and President 


’ were the center of a brilliant assemblage of 


guests privileged to witness an interesting 
exchange of international courtesies. 


Lunch on the Hohenzollern. 


After the launching the President, with * 


Mrs. and Miss Roosevelt was the guest 
of the Prince, on board the royal yacht, 
Hohenzollern, the President and his wife 
leaving for Washington In the afternoon. 
Miss Alice Roosevelt remained in New tos 
with friends. 

The feature of the afternoon was the 
presentation of the freedom of the City of 
Greater New York to Prince Henry. The 
ceremony, which took place in the City 
Hall, was short, and the Prince, in response 
to the Mayor's brief address, gave a pleasant 
expression to the desire for continued and 


increasing friendship between the two coun- . 


tries, while he made grateful acknowledg- 
ment of the unusual welcome accorded him 


Thousands Around City Hall. - 

Notwithstanding the rain it is estimated 
that fully 100,000 persons waited outside the 
City Hall until the Prince appeared after the 
ceremony and here, as well as al the 
route afterwards taken by the carriage, the 
royal visitor was accorded a warm greeting 
by the people of New York. 

In the evening Prince Henry, his suite, and 
the Presidential delegates were the guests 
of the Mayor of New York at dinner at the 
Manhattan club. 


Prince Real Center of Stage. 
Prince Henry tonight occupied the center 
of the stage at the Metropolitan Opera- 
House in one of the most spectacular per- 
formances in the operatic annals of this city. 
The occasion was described as a gala per- 


‘formance of grand opera “‘ under the direc- 


tion of Maurice Grau,” in honor of the visit 
of the Prince, but the performance was of 
secondary consideration. People went to the 
opera~house to see the Prince, and the real 
center of the stage tonight was directly 
opposite the point where it usuatly is. It 
was at the center of the grand tier of boxes, 
where.on ordinary nights people named

Melephone Announces Start. 

A’ hone message was received from 
the Metropolitan club announcing that the 
guests of honor would leave that place at 
9 o'clock and reach the opera-house ten 
minutes later. 
was taken to Mr. Grau in his seat, and he dlis- 
appeared from theauditorium. He went to 
the corridor and saw to the final touches 
of preparation for the Prince’s arrival. 

The main foyer of the opera-house was 
kept clear of all persons from the time that 
the Prince was expected until he actually 
arrived. In the center aisle, however, 2 
small crowd had gathered, and the right 
hand stairway—the Prince was to use the 
one to the left—was crowded with curious 
men and women arxious to get a view of the 
visitor. And so anxious were they to grat- 
ify their desire to see the Prince at close 
quarters that they braved the risk of catch- 
ing pneumonia, for the center doors were 
wide open and a chilly breeze swept in from 
the street. | 


Depew the First to Arrive. 


It was nearly twenty minutes after 9 when 
the first carriage, filled with members of the 
royal party, arrived. The party, which in- 
cluded Senator Depew, was in such a jovial 
mood that the laughter could be heard the 
minute the door to the carriage was opened. 
“ The Senator must have cracked a joke that 
is new to the visitors,’’ said some one, and 


then the crowd broke into applause as the 


Senator walked up to the door. He was the 
only one to be thus recognized outside the 
Prince. J. Pierpont Morgan, Oséar 5S. 
Straus, and Carl Schurz also came in for 


their share of quiet attention. — : 

At last the sounds of a trumpet and the 
clatter of horses, mingled with the cheers of 
‘those who stood in the rain in the street, an- 
mounced the Prince's arrival. He was ac- 
companied by Ambassador von Holleben and 
Mayor Low. As he passed through the door 
the small crowd on the stairs and in the 
center aisle applauded and the Prince took 
off his hat and bowed smilingly—that is, !f 
the nodding of his head can be called a bow. 
He was then escorted up the left. stairway 
to the royal box. 


Special Program and Libretto. 


. In the ante-room which had been construct- 
ed in front of the royal box he divested him- 
self of his coat and received the special pro- 
tea and libretto which had been made for 

m. 

Previous to this, the first act of ‘‘ Lohen- 
grin’ having ended; Mr. Damrosch, who 
conducted it, gave way to Mr. Flon. He sat 
and waited, as did the entire audience. At 
9:25 a glitter of gold was seen at the rear of 
one of the five center boxes, and a murmur 
went around the house. But it was not the 
Prince—only one of his suite. 

In a few moments the boxes of honor began 
to fill up, the plain black and white of the 
American evening dress of the committee 
showing dull against the gorgeous uniforms. 
Presently Senator Depew entered with a 
smile. He advanced to the box rail and 
beamed upon the house, and the house re- 
sponded with a general laugh. The Senator 
threw a current of good humor on, and every 
One Was happy. It wasa pretty incident, but 
it took the strain off the situation. 


All Rise as Prince Enters. 


About a minute later a cheer was heard 
outside, and the people who had been watch- 
ing the windows rushed back to their seats. 
The figure of the Prince was seen in the 
ante-room of the box. Mr. Flon raised his 
baton, and the orchestra broke into “ Heil 
Dir im Siegerkranz,’’ which is known to 
us as “ America.’’ The Prince advanced 
to the front of the box and stood beside 
the large chair placed for him in the center. 
The audience rose and the Prince bowed. 
Many persons sang the anthem as the orches- 
tra played. All backs were turned on the 
stage, and the representative of the German 
Emperor had an opportunity to see a New 
York opera audience in its glory of satinand 
shimmer of jewels. 

When the anthem was ended the Prince 
stood a moment while the entire audience 


burst into a ringing cheer. Many of. the 


women waved their handkerchiefs. Prince 
Henry bowed in acknowledgment of the ap- 
plause, not like one of the artists on the 
minor stage at the-opposite end of the house 
but like a gentleman accepting the welcome 
of his host. He seated himself and the 
audience sank back into the chairs. Mr. 
Grau entered the box and was presented to 
the Prince, who ehook hands with him. 


Listens Closely to the Music. 


Again Mr. Filon raised his baton, and the 
gecond act of “Carmen” began. The cur- 
tain rose and showed Emma Calvé in her 
familiar pose on the table with the tam- 
bourine. The Prince consulted his program 
and also Dr. von Holleben, who sat on his 
right. Having satisfied himself as to the 
identity of the artists he leaned back and 
appeared to listen to the music. He also 
gazed at the elaborate decorations of the 
house and at the richly gowned women in 


. the boxes. The dark hangings of green 


shaded the gowns too much, but no doubt 
the Prince was pleased. He saw regal robes 
and royal diadems. A Prince's ransom 
fiashed upon him. from the necks and heads 
of American queens. It, was a lesson for 
him in that material! prosperity of which he 
had heard in the alarms of the German 
press. 

The decorations of the house were de- 
Signed by Stanford White, the architect. 
They were simple, but beautiful in the har- 
mony of their colors. The color scheme was 
entirely in green and white, relieved only 
here and there by the dark blushes of Amer- 
jean beauty roses and the glow of the red 
draperies of the royal box. The entire pros- 
cenium arch was decorated with streamers 
of Virginia creeper. These were intertwined 
with strings of electric lights in white and 
green. 

Two Eagles Abdve the Arch. 

Over the proscenium arch towered two 
eagies—that of Germany and that of the 
United States—holding the coats of arms of 
the two countries, surrounded with the 
black, white, and red. fiag of Germany and 


ithe Stars and Stripes of the United States, 
\ # The footlights, the prompter’s box, and the 


é 


inclosure of the orchestra were hidden under 


@ mass of green, and on each side of the stage 
stood palms and great trees of azaleas. 
While the regular curtain was used to con- 
ceal the stage from view in the entreacts. 
this curtain in turn was concealed by another 
composed of alternate strings of green and 
white lights, intertwined with green 
wreaths. The baiconies were draped with 
_ the fresh green up tothe last tier. In the 
middie of each of the boxes was a center- 
piece of azaleas and daisies. From the mid- 
die of the dome stretched garlands of green, 
intermingled with electric bulbs. 


Bright Light Over Royal Box. 

The royal box was draped entirely in red, 
reHeved by streamers of smilax. It was kept 
brilliantly lighted all through the perform- 
ance and made a startling effect against the 
Garkness of the remainder of the house. The 
box Was surmounted by a white cupola, 
ending in a crown, with white draperies on 
each side. On either side of the cupola the 
German and American coats of arms showed 
resplendent in electric lights. 

The space of the corridor of the partierre 
tier of boxes, which was directly in front of 
the royal box, had been transformed into an 
@nteroom by the use of old tapestries. In 
this anteroom were some comfortable arm- 
chairs in the style of Louis XIV., and here 
the Prince rested during the intermissiofs. 
when he was not calling on some of those in 
the audience. A big bunch of American 
beauty roses decorated this anteroom. 


Exterior of Building Decorated. 

“The exterior decorations of the opera- 
house were as brilliant as possible. Sur- 
mounting the roof stood outlined by 1,500 in- 
eandescent lights a design of the Emperor's 
mew yacht. Directly beneath this was a 
representation of the German eagle. Double 
festoons of electric lights were pendant from 
this eagie to each side of the central struc- 


ture. of the house, where they surrounded 


two American shields, also of electric lights. 
On each corner. of the opera-house facing 


Broadway were the imperia! eagies, six feet 


‘high, and each composed of 400 lights. Over 
$000 electric lights were used in these sep- 
arate pieces and the festoons. |

Elaborate Bills for Play. 

The Prince's program was a magnificent 
piece of work. It was the size of a large al- 
bum, entirely of whita satin, bound with real 
gold cord. On its cover it showed the usual 
design of the eagles and flags, hand-painted. 
Its back was of silk in the three colors of 
the German flag. The libretto for the Prince 
was similarly made, although smaller in 
size. 

The programs for the rest of the audience 
were pieces of white satin, with the portrait 
of the Prince at the top. Those who had 
only admission tickets got only an ordinary 
program, printed on glazed paper. Some of 
these “ standups ”’ took the programs pinned 
to the last rows of the orchestra seats early in 
‘the evening, and quite an animated discus- 
sion resulted, but it was settied without in- 
terference by the police. 


Women Faint in the Crush. 


Hundreds of handsomely gowned women 
stood up, and dozens of them were glad to 


go out into the corridors and lie down from | 


time to time. Eleven women grew faint in 
the course of the evening and were cared 
for by the ushers, who have been made ex- 
pert by long experience With crowded mat- 
inées. . 

After the ‘‘Carmen’’ act the Prince was 
escorted by Mayor Low to Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland's box, where he had an oppor- 
tunity to gaze upon a radiant example of 
American beauty. The Prince had quite a 
chat with Mrs. Cleveland. 

‘“‘T have always wanted to meet Mr. 
Cleveland,’ he said, ‘‘ and I am sorry that 
I shall miss him.”’ 

Mrs. Cleveland replied that it had been 
impossible for her husband to come, ** but,”’ 
she added, *‘I hope that some chance may 
enable him to meet you while you are here.”’ 

The Prince then called’on Mrs. Low and 
later in the evening on Mrs. Cornelius Van- 


derbilt and Mrs. Levi P. Morton. 


After the second act of ‘‘ Tannhiuser’”’ 
had been sung the Prince left with his suite, 
passing out of the Thirty-ninth street en- 
trance. The orchestra played ‘‘ The Star- 
Spangled Banner,” the people applauded and 
cheered, and the great gala performance was 
practically over. For with the disappearance 
of the. star the audience began to thin out. 
It was midnight when the Prince left, andten 
minutes later the house was emptying fast. 
When the act from Le went on the 
house was almost empty. 


Launching Scene Brilliant. 

The scene at Shooter Island when the 
launching took place this morning was 
brilliant, despite the bad weather. : 

When President Roosevelt preceded the 
Prince up the narrow stairway to the stage 
which had been built twenty feet from the 
ground, around the stem of the Emperor's 
yacht, he found a distinguished gathering of 
New-Yorkers there to meet him. First there 
was Mayor Low. Then there was Bishop 
Potter, Corporation Counsel Rives, all the 
women of the Mayor’s family, and many 
other well known New York men and 
women. 

Up to that tithe the only touch of color on 
the platform had been in the uniforms of 
Anson Evans, an aid to his father, the Rear 
Admiral, and Lieutenants Chapin and Wash- 
burn of the Admiral’s staff. Immediately 
after the President, who caught the Mayor's 
hand with his customary energy, Prince 
Henry sprang up the steps. 

He was dressed in the full uniform of a 
German Admiral. His chapeau was en- 
ernsted with glittering gold lace and his 
breast was entirely covered by the folded- 


back light blue facing of his long overcoat... 


Under the skirt. of the coat bobbed the shin- 
ing end of a sword, for the Prince wears his 
sword under his overcoat... 


Miss Roosevelt Enjoys Scene. 


Then came Miss Roosevelt in a dress of 
blue corduroy velvet, long coat of the same 
material, and a black hat trimmed with 
black ostrich feathers. It did not detract 
in the least from the dignity of her demeanor 
that she allowed every one to see that she 
was having a thoroughly good time. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who came up with Miss 
Roosevelt, was dressed in a black taffeta 
costume and wore a small black hat trimmed 
with white lace. Then there came up into 
the sfand a stream of American and German 
officers who fairly set it ablaze with gold 
lace.’ With them, in soberer costumes, came 
Secretary Root, Senator Lodge, and others 
who had accompanied the President and the 
Prince from Washington. 

Within a few minutes of the President's 
arrival at the stand he, with the Prince and 
Miss Roosevelt, was conducted to a small 
Space raised a few feet above the first in- 
closure. Mrs. Roosevélt remained below 
chatting with friends. Mr. Downey of the

Just as he had everything exactly ready Po- 
liceman Craig moved. | 
To make himself as little as possible in the 
way of the Prince and Miss Roosevelt the 
policeman stood up as straight as he could 
in a corner of the railing. But he was ex- 
actly in the way of Jurgensen’s camera. The 
petty officer looked distressed. He stood 
first on one foot and then on the other; at 
last he went forward, touched Craig on the 
arm, bowed low, and made a courtly address 
in German, the purport of which was that 
he desired the policeman to move out of 


-fange of the camera. Apparently the po- 


liceman thought that the German wanted a 
message carried to somebody. In two min- 
utes they were bowing and gesturing at one 
another in a way remarkably reminiscent of 
Broadway dialect drama. 

President Roosevelt was the first to catch 
sight of this little side comedy and he was 
broadly amused. He glanced about for some 
one to send to the aid of the two unfortu- 
nates, but his eye lightedonnoone. Finally 
‘the stepped between the two. 

‘* He only wants you to go to the other side 
of the railing, so that he can take his pic- 
ture,’ the President explained to the police- 
man. Then he said in German to the sailor: 
** He is glad tg oblige you.’’ 

The President, laughing at the embarrass- 
ment of the two, went up into the smaller 
inclosure. He was followed by Mrs. Roose- 
velt, Mrs. Douglas Robinson, Senator Lodge, 
Secretary Root, General von Plessen, Vice 
Admiral von Tirpktz, Admiral von Baudissin, 
Ambassador von Holleben, A. Cary Smith, 
the designer of the yacht, and one or two 
others. 

Mr. Downey stepped to a speaking tube 
which was attached to a post at the side of 
the platform and shouted: ‘* Drive in the 
wedges.”’ 

“‘Aye, aye, sir,’” responded the voice of 
Constructor Theodore E. Ferris from down 
under the ship, 

There came up from below a great knock- 
ing of sledges on blocks. Then the knocking 
stopped as suddenly as it had begun, and out 
from the spPeaking tube came the sound of 
Mr. Ferris’ voice again, crying: 

**It is wedged up, sir.”’ | 

“ Clearaway,’’ shouted Mr. Downey, and 
in a Moment came back the reply: “‘All clear, 
sir.’’ 

The Prince smiled and bowed an invitation 
to Miss Roosevelt to take the swinging cham- 
pagne bottle. She seized the silver case in 
both hands and swung it back of her head 
until she was almost in a golfing posture.. 
Many of the spectators then saw for the tirst 
time that there was tied on her left arm 
above the elbow a black hat ribbon on which 
was pmnted in gold the words: ‘* Yacht 
Meteor.”’ 


Breaks Bottle on the Yacht. 


In a voice that rang clear as a bell and yet 
was low in tone she said so distinctly that 
everybody on the stand heard her: 

“In the name of his Imperial Majesty . the

On the instant Prince Henry put the little

There was a thump some- 
where down below, and the yacht began to 
move. Miss Roosevelt reached up and struck 
the bow sharply with the palm of her hand. 
The President and the Prince, leaning for- 
ward; followed her example, and there was 
a rush of the German officers to perform 
the same office before the boat would be out 
of their reach. It almost swept the greater 
personages from their feet. 

Immediately the workmen snatched from 
the bow of the yacht a board bearing its only 
designation up to this time—‘* No. 24 ’’—and 
put in its place one on which was painted 
the newly conferred name. Up from the body 
of the ship rose a forest of flags and stream- 
ers, which made it fairly ablaze with the 
combined colors-of the United States and 
Germany. Every one on the platforms and 
on the ground stood with uncevered head, 
shouting good wishes to the gliding yacht. 


President Cheers Kaiser. 

When the ship reached the water and was 
curtseying its graceful length as if in ac- 
knowledgment of the cheers of the dis- 
tinguished company which was facing it with 
uncovered heads and with shouted good 
wishes, the entire gathering, led by the 
President, waving his hat over his head, 
gave three cheers for the German Emperor. 

Then in response Prince Henry lifted his 
gold braided chapeau, and, with enthusiasm 
every bit as contagious as that of the Pres- 
ident, brought out -three cheers for Miss

Mayor Low was the first of the guests to 
leave the yacht and hasten to the City Hall. 
A few minutes later the band retired to the 
stern of the vessel, the crew was piped to 
quarters, and, forming in two lines facing 
each other, stood atattention. Through this 
the Presidential party marched while the 
band rendered ‘‘ The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.’’ 

The President walked down the gang- 
plank hat in hand, Mrs. Roosevelt closely 
following. An officer immediately behind 
her carried a large bunch of American beau- 
ty roses which he handed the President's 
wife when she entered her carriage. Other 
members of the President’s party followed, 
and then,came Miss Alice Roosevelt on the 
arm of ex-Governor Morton. She looked 
happy and charming, and cheers greeted her. 
She, with Mrs. Hitchcock, entered Mr. Mor- 
ton’s automobile and proceeded to the ex- 
Governor's home. 

The Presidential party was driven to the 
West Twenty-third street ferry and thence 
to Jersey City, where it embarked on a spe- 
cial train for Washington. 

Prince Henry, escorted by Rear Admiral 
Evans and the Presidential delegates, left 
the Hohenzollern at 8:25 o’clock,, and the 
royal party boarded the Vigilant, which 
steamed to the Battery, taking the Prince on 
his trip to the City Hall. 


Carriage Waiting at the Dock. 

It was ten minutes to 4 o’clock when the 
Prince disembarked at the barge office. An 
open carriage, such as Prince Henry has 
requested be used in taking him through 
the streets of whatever city he is in, was 
ready. 

To this carriage -the Mayor's secretary, 
Mr. Reynolds, who had been for some time 
at the barge office awaiting the arrival of 
the Vigilant, conducted Prince Henry. As 
the Prince appeared the large crowd, which 
for over two hours had been standing in 
the drizzle and slush awaiting him, broke 
out into cheers, to ahich the Prince. re- 
sponded by touching his hat repeatedly as 
the carriage started. The little procession 
moved quickly away. 

Crowds lined both sides of Broadway, 
and at the thousands of office windows there 
were many more who joined in the general 
cheering and handkerchief waving which 
greeted the Prince's carriage as it passed. 
To all this demonstration Prince Henry 
seemed keenly alive, touching his hat re- 
peatedly in response to the welcome. 

Russell Sage was one of those who did not 
see the Prince. A friend of his offered him 
a view from his office window, but Mr. Sage 
was too busy to get away from his own office 
in Nassau street. 


Late in Reaching City Hall. 

The Prince and his suite were due at the 
city hall at 4 o'clock. They were twelve 
minutes late. For thirty minutes before the 
appointed hour of the reception the Mayor’s 
committee and some of their friends assem- 
bled in the Governor’s room of the building. 
Only those who were expected were able to 
get through the police lines, strenuously 
maintained by 580 policemen. The bluecoats 
formed a hollow square about the building.

Chicago always has been liberal in 
decorations, but it is the hope of the general 
committee having the Prince’s visit in charge 
that all previous attempts will be surpassed. 
In Mayor Harrison the committee has a will- 
ing ally. 

Anticipating a big demand for flags and 
bunting of both German and American de- 
sign, the merchants have laid in a large 
stock. They considered the supply ample, 
but if the demand: for decorations a week 
before Prince Henry’s arrival is any indi- 
cation of what the demand will be later in 
the week the stock soon will be exhausted. 


Asks the Yates to Assist. 


The official status of Governor and Mrs. 
Yates in the reception of Prince Heiy at the 
ball soon will be settled. Mrs. Harrison hav- 
ing been designated as the first woman of 
Chicago, has accepted the honor of officially 
receiving the royal guest. Her first official 
act was to write a letter requesting Governor 
and Mrs. Yates to assist her in that capacity. 
The letter was mailed to Springfield yester- 
day, and an acceptance is expected today. 

Members of the General committee have 
been trying for weeks to solve the problem 
of fixing the Governor’s part in the reception. 
While they still were in doubt, Mrs. Harrison

Dowie Makes No Reply. 

The Decoration committee was in confer- 
ence with Chairman Eddy during the after- 
noon. The committee as yet has heard noth- 
ing from Dr. John Alexander Dowie, who 
was requested to close his meeting earlier 
than usual on Sunday evening in order that 
the work of decorating the Auditorium might 


begin. 

The first hitch in the plans for the reception 
of the Prince was caused yesterday by the 
failure of the committee to hear from Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Hil. That official 
was asked by telegraph to ascertain the 
Prince’s preference in the disposal of his 
time during the morning of March 4.

CROWDS EAGERLY WATCH FOR 
NEWS OF PRINCE HENRY. 


Feeling Toward America Rapidly 
Working Up to Positive Enthusi- 
asm—German Publishers Fear They 
Will Become Bankrupt Paying Tolls 
on Cable Messages from the United 
States—Honors Conferred by the 
Kaiser. 


BERLIN, Feb. 25.—All day long crowds 
stared at the portraits of President Roose- 
velt and Prince Henry which hung side by 
side in front of a newspaper office on Unter 
den Linden, and part of the time this crowd 
was so dense that the police had to clear 
the way for traffic. : 

Emperor William, who, with the Empress, 
drove by the newspaper offices this after- 
noon, noticed the portraits and saluted a 
small American flag above them. Upon per- 
ceiving this the assembled crowd applauded. 

The Germans are slowly working up to ani- 
mation over the reception in the United 
States to Prince Henry and are glowing with 
good feeling toward America. Newspapers 
that never before received special cable- 
grams from the United States are now pub- 
lishing such messages. One editor remarked 
that the entire German press would be with- 
out dividends this: year, and expressed the 
hope that nothing else of equal interest 
would happen on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic for five years to come. 


German Press Enthusiastic. 

All the correspondents in the United States 
for German newspapers agree upon the 
warmth of the reception to Prince Henry by 
President Roosevelt, by the American offi- 
cials, by the crowds, and by the newspapers. 
As an instance of this Die Post prints the 
following cablegram from Washington: 

“All preparations for the reception of the 
Prince were under the personal supervision 
of President Roosevelt. President Roose- 
velt wanted to give Prince Henry a cordial 
but not pompous welcome, and has thorough- 
ly succeeded in doing so. The Prince has 
showed how much he rejoiced at the really 
cordial attitude of the President and ali 
those about him. Prince Henry has won the 
hearts of all at the White House.” 

Regarding the rooms at the White House 
the correspondent of Die Post declares them 
to have been wonderfully and artistically 
decorated, but without pomp. 

“The attitude of all newspapers,” con- 
tinues the correspondent, “is extraordi- 
narily cordial without exception and shows 
Prince Henry in his best light. They gave 
the most detailed descriptions of the Prince’s 
doings and his amiable behavior, and refer 
especially to his simplicity, his humor, and 
his unassuming talk with everybody. The 
papers were particularly pleased,’ conclides 
the correspondent, ‘‘ with Prince Henry’s 
expression -of his wish ‘to learn to know 
American men and things with the least cer- 
emony.’

NORTH WESTERN’S CENSOR RULES 
AGAINST THE SOPHOMORES. . 


Swearing, Smoking, and Osculation 
Must Not Be Incidental to “ What 
Became of Parker ’’—Dress Rehears- 
al Serves as a Last Straw and an 
Expurgated Drama Is Demanded— 

Amateur Players Resent Interfer- 
ence and Threaten to Rebel. 


A kissless, swearless, smokeless play was 
the program mapped out last night for the 
Northwestern University Sophomore Dram- 
atic club. The class play, ‘“‘ What Became 
of Parker,”’ is advertised for March 8, and, 
with less than two weeks left for rehearsals, 
it has been decided that an expurgated ver- 
sion must be presented or some other less 
worldly play be produced. 

Opposition to certain lines and situations 
in the play developed some time ago, but it 
remained for the dress rehearsal of last 
night to settle the matter. Professor Robert 
M. Cumnock of the School of Oratory was 
appointed a Committee of One to. inspect 
* What Became of Parker.’’ He sent Pro- 
fessor Ralph Dennis to attend the dress 
rehearsal. After it was over Professor 
Cumnock said he would recommend to the 
faculty that the play be prohibited in its 
present form. 

The students are inclined to resent the in- 
terference and some of them go so far as to 
say the play will be produced in spite of the 
expected prohibitory edict of the faculty. 


Begins to “ Cut It Out.”’ 


The rehearsal went well until George §S. 
came upon the stage and said 

“I think It would be better to leave that 
word out, or use a mild substitute,” sug- 
gested Mr. Dennis. 

Keepers undertook to argue the matter. 
saying that a man could not show anger 
unless he gave proper expression to his 
feelings. The instructor declared that the 
faculty would not tolerate swearing. 

R. H. Atchinson was the next to receive a 
suggestion from Mr. Dennis. 

‘* Professor Fisk delivered a lecture yes- 
terday upon cigaret smoking, and I am cer- 
tain that the authorities would not wish you 
to give an exhibition of how to smoke a 
cigaret,’’ said Mr. Dennis.

“Tt have gone through the manuscript of 
the play carefully, and I find much that is 
frivolous and undignified. I am certain the 

lay cannot be given in its present form. 

“ The idea of kissing and smoking cigarets 
on the stage is horrifying enough when done 
by professionals, but when such acts are 
committed by students. of a great university 
they become shameful and a disgrace. 

‘*T am sure that there is much that could 
be omitted without sacrificing the dramatic 
effect of the play, and I shall so recommend 
to the faculty. As to the faculty's action 
then there can be no doubt.” 

Manager A. A. Brown, for the sophomores, 


‘“ We know the play is light, but it is not 
frivolous. We feel that any interruption 
on the part of the faculty will be an injustice 
that cannot be tolerated.”

‘* Yesterday, Sabbath morning, Mrs. Tsilka 
and her 7-week old daughter, Elena, and I, 
found ourselves left by our abductors near 
a village an hour distant from Strumitza. 


Kind- 
hearted Bulgarian friends rushed from their 
house as soon as they caught a glimpse of 
the strange-appearing travelers, took us in 
their arms from our horses, with tears and 
smiles and words of welcome, and led us 
into their house. Word wasquickly sent to 
the friends engaged in their morning serv- 
ice at church, and they came, oldand young, 
to greet us. What thanksgiving to God for 
this proof of his faithfulness to answer their

LONDON, Feb. 26.—A, dispatch to the 
Daily Graphic from Strumnitza describes 
the meeting of Dragoman Gargiulo and Dr.

Tawney Offers Substitute. 


Representative Tawney of Minnesota, a 
member of the Ways and Means commit- 
tee, then proposed the following substitute: 

** Resolved, That the Ways and Means 
committee be, and it is hereby directed, to 
prepare and report to the House a bill for 
the relief of Cuba and to extend the trade 
betweén the United States and that island, 
which bill shall in substance authorize the 
President, in consideration of our securing 
on goods, wares, and merchandise the prod- 
uct or growth gf the United States going 
into Cuba substantially lower duties than 
those imposed upon like articles imported 
into Cuba from other countries, to agree to 
pay during each year that said reciprocal 
trade agreement shall be in force, from the 
treasury of the United States to the govern- 
ment of Cuba, when fully established, out of 
the moneys collected in the United States 
as import duties on merchandise the product 
or growth of the Island of Cuba imported 
into the United States, a sum nearly equiva- 
lent in amount to 20 per centum of the 
duties now collected on all such goods; and 
that so much of said sum as shall be equiva- 
lent to 20 per centum of the duty collected 
on sugar imported from Cuba into the 
United States shall be distributed by the 
government of Cuba, or through such other 
or additional agents as the President of the 
United States shall direct, under rules and 
regulations to be prescribed by the govern- 
ment of Cuba and approved by the President 
of the United States, to actual bona fide 
resident sugar planters of the Island of Cuba 
in proportion to the quantity of 
sugar produced from cane grown by 
them during the year preceding the 
date of said reciprocal trade agreement, and 
every year thereafter during the continu- 
ance thereof; and that said reciprocal trade 
agreement shall continue in force for a 
period of three years from the date of its 
negotiation; and said bill shall further pro- 
vide that before the payment of said sum, or 
any portion thereof, to the government of 
Cuba, or. before any of the condition of said 
agreement shall become operative, Cuba 
shall first enact our immigration laws.”’ 

Mr. Tawney spoke in support of his sub- 
stitute. It was now after 11 p. m., and as it 
was clear no final results could be secured, an} 
adjournment was taken until 8 p. m. next 
Monday.

MINERS TRAPPED BY FIRE 
IN IDAHO BOARDING-HOUSE. 


Four Men Thought to Be Dead and 
Twelve Badly Injured Jumping to 
Escape Flames.

Spokane, Wash., Feb: 25.—Twelve men are 
in the hospitals and the bodies of four others 
are believed to. be in the ruins of the board- 
ing-house of the Standard mine at Mace, 
Idaho, which was destroyed by fire early 
this morning.

WHO “ CALL. OFF” TO 
ORGANIZATION. 


Say They Are Compelled to Do This 
or Go Out of Business Entirely— 
Waltz and Two-Step Have Almost 
Retired Employes 
Being Put Through an Examina- 
tion to Determine ee to Drop 

 ‘Trainmen’s Slang. 


Quadrille callers are to unionize. They 
have decided that square dances are being 
forced out of existence and that, if desired 
_in the future, they should be paid for on the 
‘game scale as the music of the union mu- 
siclan. From the gatherings at the Audito- 
rium to the affairs of the Blarney Cuckoos 
in the Eleventh Ward they intend to en- 
force this rule: ‘‘ Two dollars for a prompt- 
er, or no quadrille.’’ 

Quadrille prompters are leading a precarit- 
ous life in these days of the waltz and two- 
step. When every alternate dance was a 
fancy one they had plenty to do, and not 
an orchestra but carried a man whose sole 
duty it, was to call off: ‘“‘ Grand right and 
left,” ‘‘ Swing your partners,”’ “‘ Balance 
all,”” etc. This man received a fair wage 
and was the envy of all the musicians. If 
-his voice was well trained he sometimes 
drew as high as $5a night. Now he is glad 
if he can get a job. 

The prompters will affiliate with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and demand of the 
musicians that no quadrilles be played un- 
less they call them off. They hopeto include 
in their membership all the professional! call- 
ers, all the dancing masters who call off fig- 
ures, and all the musjcians who can remem-. 
ber the figures and call them. 


Forced to Protect Themselves. 


are forced into this position,”’ stated 
Hugh O’Donald, who is a West Side author- 
ity on the subject. *“‘ We are barred out by 
society and the dance halls hate to pay us. 
It is the same to us whether we call two or 
five quadrilles, we want a night’sa pay. We 
will get it, too, if dancers think the old-fash- 
ioned dance is worth the money.”

That is at Springfield, Mass., and it is a suc- 
cess.”” 


‘New Tests for Railroad Men. 


Railroad men throughout the West must 
drop railroad phrases when talking to 
patrons of the roads. The new standard 
educational examinations and tesats—which 
are to be applied to all engineers, firemen, 
brakemen, and conductors—were tried for 


| the first time on the employés of the North- 


western road and will continue to worry 
them until the close of the week. 

All who pass the tests will be given until 
April 1 to adapt their tongues to the new 
code. They will be given a book of rules, in 
which the new names of old familiar things 
are placed. These names they are to use, 
though they may have to swing back to the 
old when questioned as to their meaning. 

The examinations are being held by a com- 
mittee of employés, consisting of an assistant 
superintendent, a conductor, and an en- 
gineer, soon to be called an “ engineman.”’ 
There are such committees on every division 
and over 4,000 men will have to undergo the 
tests. When these are over tests as to their 
duties and the work will be held. The other 
Western raods will have their men undergo 
the same examinations within the next six 
months.

The protest is on the ground that more 
than the legal .number of Republican voters 
have been bunched in the Fifth District of 
the ward, while other districts are way 
under the limit. Another charge is that the 
polling place for this large district has been 
g0 placed as to make it inconvenient for the 
Republicans of the ward to attend the pri- 
mary, while the friends of Lorimer can be 
trusted to be on hand.

‘The Missouri State Building at the St. Louis World’s Fair will stand on an eminence 
at the eastern end of the exposition grounds, and facing north will command from its 
height a view of the entire exposition. It is to be constructed of materials produced in 
Missouri and will in itself be a compact exhibit of the State's resources. The basement 
‘will be of Missouri granite and the superstructure of cut stone. The interior of the 
rotunda will be finished in marble and onyx from Missouri mines, and the roof of the 
great dome will be covered with Missouri lead or zinc. In fact, all the wood, iron, and 
other materia! will be supplied from within the State. : 

The Missouri Building has been designed by Isaac S. Taylor, Chief Architect of the 
exposition and Director of Works. The style of architecture is the French Renaissance, 
which has been adopted for the exposition. The Missouri State Building will be the center 
of a group of buildings to be erected by the Missouri World's Fair commission. It will 
stand at the center of Forest Park, in a grove of forest trees, and will have for near 
neighbors the Illinois Building and the United States Government 
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Building. 


SNY TITLES AGAIN CLEAR 


DECISION BY SUPREME COURT 
RAISES CLOUD. 


Fight Which Has Been in Progress 
Since 1872 Finally Ended in Favor 


of 1,000 or More Landowners in Illi- | 


nois Valley—Case Revolved Around 
Bonds to Pay for Levee Which Did 
Not Hold—Original Plaintiff in Suit 
Long Dead. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—The 
news that the Supreme Court of the United 
States has handed down a decision in the 
famous Sny Levee case, involving the title 
to 110,000 acres of land in Adams and ad- 
joining counties, lying on the Mississippi 
River, sustaining the property-owners, num- 
breing about 1,000 people, lifts the cloud 
which for thirty years has hung over the 
titles to their homes. ? 

The suit grew out of an attempt by the 
executors of the estate of Frederick Palms 
of Detroit, Mich., to collect bonds issued by 
the Sny Levee Drainage District in 1872 and 
1875 to build the Sny Levee. The bonds were 
issued under an act of the Legislature passed 
in 1871. As the levee did not afford protection 
to the property interested and was swept 
away by the Mississippi, the people refused 
to pay the bonds. The Supreme Court of 
the State declared the act authorizing the 
bonds to be unconstitutional, and Palms went 
into the federal courts. 

The United States Court of the Southern 
District of Illinois refused to be bound by 
the decision of the State court and gave 
Palms a lien on the levee, also giving him 
leave to file a bill to enforce a lien against 
the property in the district. He failed to do 
the latter, but when he died his executors 
continued the suit which has just been deter- 
mined. . 

The contention of the property-owners 
throughout the contest was that the federal 
courts were bound by the decision of the 
State court as to the constitutionality of the 
enactments. 

Some of the most eminent legal talent in 
the United States was engaged in’ the long 
drawn out legal fight. Among those em- 
ployed in the case were former President 
Benjamin Harrison, John M. Palmer, Milton 
Hay, Henry 8. Green, and David T. Littler. 
All save the last named attorney are dead. 


UNIVERSITY LEADERS ARE HERE 


Delegates from Fourteen Institutious 
Discuss Means to Give Publicity to 
Theses for Philosophy Degrees. 


Presidents and deans of fourteen of the 
largest universities in the country met at the 
University of Chicago yesterday to discuss 
questions of college management. The meet- 
ing was the first of a three days’ session of 
the Association of American Universities.. 

The fourteen universities of the association 
were represented in the third annual con- 


| vention as follows: 


President A. T. Hadley, Yale; President 
Ira Remsen, Johns Hopkins; President Ben- 
jamin Ide Wheeler, University of California; 
Dean L. R. Briggs, Harvard; Dean Andrew 
West, Princeton; President Nicholas Murray 
Butler, Columbia; Dean H. 8S. White, Cornell; 
President G. Stanley Hall, Clark University; 
Dean William R. Newbold, University’ of 
Pennsylvania; President William R. Harper, 
University of Chicago; Dean E. A. Birge, 
University of Wisconsin; Professor M. L. 
D’Ooge, University of Michigan; Dr. C. P. 
Neill, Catholic University of Washington; 
Professor David Starr Jordan, Leland Stan- 
ford University. 

Broader publicity of the theses prepared 
by candidates for doctor of philosophy in all 
universities in the country was urged at the 
consultation of university chiefs. The paper 
dealing with the questions hinging upon the 
granting was presented by Professor Walter 
G. Hale of the University of Chicago. 

‘The thesis of the doctor of philosophy is 
the writer's best letter of introduction to the 
world at large,’’ said Professor Hale. ‘‘ Much 
excellent work of general scientific value 
might be known and used by those in similar 
lines of work if the theses could be published 
instead of read. It might be a good plan for 
the universities for which the work is done 
to stand the expense of publication, which 
the candidate himself is not always willing 
to assume. The professor and doctor of 
philosophy would be within his own field 
the transmitter of the world’s accumulated 
knowledge and understanding.” 

The session yesterday afternoon was pre- 
ceded by a luncheon given by President 
Harper for the delegates at the Quadrangle 
club. In the morning the guests were es- 
corted about the university grounds. The 
session was presided over by President But- 
ler of Columbia. President Harper was the 
secretary of the meeting.

ROB AND NEARLY KILL 0 


JAMES AND GERTRUDE FARRELL 
FOUND DYING IN HOME. 


Both Were Bound and Gagged in Room 
of Farmhouse Near Clinton, Iowa, 
Where They Lived with Their 
Mother—Chloroform Bottle Found 
Nearby — Victims Had Evidently 
Been Terribly Maltreated by As- 
sailants. 


Clinton, Ia., Feb. 25.—[Special:]—James 
and Gertrude Farrell, who reside with their 
mother on a farm near Dewitt, were at- 
tacked by robbers last night and will prob- 
ably die. 

There were found in an insensible condi- 
tion, bound and gagged, in the house this 
forenoon by a neighbor. Physicians were 
summoned from Dewitt, but Farrell and 
his sister are still in an unconscious condi- 
tion. On this account nothing definite has 
been learned. 

Farrell and his sister were chloroformed, 
and it is supposed that both revived before 
the burglars had completed their work and 
a struggle ensued. Both were beaten into 
insensibility, and their bodies were covered 
with wounds. One of Farrell's arms is 
broken in three places and he has a bad 
scalp wound. His sister has several bruises 
about the body and her scalp is badly 

The house was ransacked, but it is not 
known whether or not the burglars secured 
any booty, as Mrs. Farrell, the mother, is 
away from home. There is no clew, and the 
criminals have undoubtedly made good their 
escape, as their victims were not discov- 
ered until nearly noon today. — 

A chloroform bottle, empty, and a satur- 
ated handkerchief were found in the house. 
The Farrells own a large farm and are well- 
to-do. James is about 30 years old and 
his sister about 22. His mother was visit- 
ing relatives in Davenport. 

One brother, George, is the Superintendent 
of Schools of this county. There is talk of 
sending for bloodhounds to be used in track- 
ing the robbers. 


MAN ACCUSED OF BEHEADING 
WIFE ARRESTED IN NEW YORK. 


Joseph W. Blondin, Charged with Mur- 
der of Woman Near Boston, Taken 
While Seeking Engineer’s License. 


New York, Feb. 25.—Joseph Wilfrid. Blon- 
din, charged with the murder of his wife by 
cutting off her' head at Chalmsford, near 
Boston, Mass., last June, was arrested here 


Boston while he was making application to 
be examined for an engineer's license. The 
prisoner admitted his identity, but . pro- 
fessed to know nothing of the killing of his 
wife. 

In court the prisoner was remanded until 
tomorrow to await extradition papers.

The strange part of it is that Mrs. Fiske. 
generally classed among the emotional stars 
of the stage, should be at her best in a light 
and almost frivolous part like that of Cy- 
prienne. And yetitisso. It was an excel- 
lent idea to revive, for the rest of the last 
week of her engagement at the Grand Opera- 
House, Victorien Sardou’s sparkling and 
brillant comedy, Divorcons.’’

HOME GIRLS BES? SCHOOL 


TION IN WOMEN’S EDUCATION. 


Professor Kiehle of Minnesota Argues 
That Cooking Should Be Learned 
Before Greek—The Audience Ap- 
plauds and Miss Virginia Meredith 

Speaks in Approval—Mr. Cooley 
Makes an Argument for Re-exam- 
ination of Teachers as Fairest Test. 


If young women will take the advice of the 
educators who are assembled in Chicago for 
the meeting of the Superintendents’ associa- 
tion they will go. into the kitchen and learn 
how to make bread and doughnuts before 
contemplating a course in Greek and philoso- 
phy at a university. Professor D. L. Kiehle 
of the University of Minnesota madea strong 
argument along this line yesterday after- 
rioon, and his ideas seemed to meet the ap- 
proval of the audience. 

Following the address of G. Stanley Hall 


National Educational association, in which 
the statement was made that the young 
women of the country are unfitted for moth- 
ers by higher education, the attitude of the 
superintendents is taken to mean that a re- 
action has set in against the higher education 
of women. 


Woman Indorses the View. 


Professor Kiehle’s address was the subject 
of an animated discussion. | 

Kiehle’s position is right,’’ said Miss 
Virginia Meredith, one of the few women 
delegates to the meeting. ‘*‘ Women spend 
most of the money that is earned by men.”’ 

Here she was interrupted by laughter from 
the men, who composed the majority of the 
audience. 

** That’s not a joke,’’ reiterated Miss Mere- 
dith with severity. ‘‘I mean it, for it is 
true, and what I wanted to say is that women 
should be educated in domestic economy, and 
not in Sanskrit.’’ 

Mr. Kiehle said that the present rush of 
women to colleges and universities was a 
fad and the result of the opening of higher 
schools, which for a long time were closed to 
them. While opportunities for the higher 
education of women fifty years ago were de- 
sirable, he believes the matter is now being 


rificed to a mistaken desire for intellectual 
attainment. 


Household Arts for Woman. 


** Training along industrial lines is not the 
goal for women,” said Professor Kiehle. 
* Until wealth brings its treasure from the 
shop and bank to the home in forms of use 
for the comfort of the family, until art learns 
to beautify the dwelling place of the family 
life as well as the cathedral and the capitol, 
and until science devotes itself to the health- 
ful rearing of children and the hygiene of the 
home, all these forces of our modern civiliza- 
tion of which we are so proud fall short of 
their highest service. This final and noblest 
application of wealth and learning must be 
effected in the education of women. 

““There is as much intelligence and good 
judgment required in applying chemistry to 
the making of good bread for the main- 
tenance of health as in the mixing of drugs 
for its restoration. Science should be ap- 
plied to the care of the home and children just 
as much as to the care of stock on the farm.”’ 


Modern Children Frivolous. 


Superintendent John McDonald of Kansas 
took alarm at what he considered the pes- 
simism of an address 
Henry P. Emerson of Buffalo. Mr. Hmerson 
had expressed regret at the growing frivoli- 
ties of the age and the,lack of seriousness on 
the part of children. Mr. McDonald said he 
had no desire to go back to the time when he 
danced the Highland fling to the singing of a 
birch rod. 

_’** Let us all pray for Brother Emerson,” he 
said in closing his remarks. 
Supt. Cooley on Examinations. 

In a paper on examinations Superintendent 
Cooley replied indirectly to the address of A. 
Winship to the teachers of the city, delivered 
at the Masonic Temple on Monday evening. 
Mr. Winship holds that the examination of 
teachers who have been in the schoolsa long 
time is of little use. Inarguing for examina- 
tions Mr. Cooley said: } 

‘‘In spite of the limitations of examina- 
tions I feel that many of the protests are ill- 
timed. One might think we were about to 
return to the old scheme of subsituting indi- 
vidual, capricious judgment for systematic 
tests. There is a fallacy in the acheme, for 
judgments, no matter how capricious they 
may seem to be, are based upon experience, 
observation, examination of person, and cir- 
cumstances.” 


Argument with Miss Haley. 


In discussing the subject, W. W. Stetson, 
State Superintendent of Schools in Maine, 
got into an argument with Miss Margaret 
Haley, who was in the audience. He men- 
tioned the fact that the average salary of his 
teachers is $38 a month. 

‘*Do you get teachers with all the accom- 
plishments you have mentioned for $38 a 
month in Maine?’ asked Miss Haley. 

“Yes, and they are so busy attending to 
their duties that they don’t have time to talk 
about it much,” replied Superintendent Stet- 

‘‘Do the teachers support themselves on 
the salary, or do they contribute their serv- 
ices in the interest of charity and philan- 
thropy?” inquired Miss Haley again. 

“They are native-born, simon pure 
Maniacs, who have so much patience, sym- 
pathy, and interest in their work,’’ replied 
Mr. Stetson, “‘ that they never think of the 


small salary.”’

Dr. Herbert F. Fisk, principal of the Academy of Northwestern University, who asked 
the boys under him to quit smoking cigarets or leave the school, yesterday received assur- 
ances from a number of students that they would give up the use of tobacco. None of 
the boys has left the school because of the principal’s talk. 

The reasons which led him to address the students so severely Dr. Fisk last night set 


forth in the following statement: 


“The Academy of Northwestern University, Evanston, Ill., Feb. 25.—Whatever ray 
be thought of the use of tobacco by grown men, there can be no division of opinion 
among educators as to the injurious effects, both physical and mentat, when tobacco is 
used by boys or by young men who have not yet reached maturity. In many cases it 
produces serious weakness of the heart. On this account it is prohibited to athletes while 


‘in training for competition games. Not tess distinctly marked are the effects of tobacco 


using upon the scholarship than upon the physical endurance of students. It is rarely the 
case that a student. who makes any use of tobacco attains to superior scholarship. A 
complete tabulation of the scholarship and tobacco using habits of young men in the 
academy at one time discovered that out of 300 young men 22 per cent of the whole num- 
ber made more or less use of tobacco. Among the seventy-five having the highest stand- 
ing only two were tobacco users, or 3 per cent. Among the second quarter in scholarship 
there were eleven, or 14 per cent. Among the third quarter fifteen, or 21 per cent, while 
among the lowest quarter there were forty-two, or 57 per cent. Of all forms of tobacco 


using, cigarets are without question the most harmful.

FRANCES ROSS IS ROSA M’DON- 
ALD OF BOSTON. 


Young Woman of Jewels and Money 
Who Has Been a Patient at the 
Kankakee Asylum Is Admitted to 
Be a Boston Resident Who Received, 
$50,000 as the Reault of a Love Af- 
fair—Police Recall Their Charges— 
Taken Back to Massachusetts, 


The mystery of Frances Ross was partly 
solved yesterday. In Judge Carter’s court 
friends of the demented young woman de- 
clared that she was Rose McDonald and 
testified that her fortune of $50,000 was given 
to her by a Boston mifilionaire who had be- 
come infatuated with her. 

Two months ago, when the young woman 
was a patient in the Detention Hospital, 
the police produced rogues’ gallery pho- 
tographs of one “‘ Rose ’’ McDonald, and de- 
clared that the gelf-styled Frances Ross 
bore a striking likeness to that woman, who, 
they said, was known on both sides of the 
Atlantic. | 

When the police made their accusations 
the woman, her shrewdness made keener 
by an insanity that was genuine, thumbed 
the pages of her Bible and counted the beads 
which she always kept by her side. 

‘“‘No, I am Frances Ross—Frances Agnes 
_Ross,”’ she would say. “I have done no 
wrong, unless it is a sin to be ill and friend- 
less. Why do you persecute me so?”’ 

The police were unable to establish their 
identification, and as Frances Ross the young 
woman was sent to the Kankakee hospital 
for the insane. Her money and jewels, to 
the value of $3,200, were taken charge of by 
John H. McKay as conservator. 


Woman a Human Puagzle. 

The woman came to Chicago from 'Port- 
land, Ore., on Dec. 11, and secured a room in 
the convent of the Sisters of Poor Claree, at 
Fifty-first and Laflin streets. 
with her a letter of introduction to the 
Mother Superior from the Mother Superior 
of a convent in Portland. Soon she showed 
signs of insanity and was taken charge of 
by the police. Then came the charge that 
she was “ Rose’’ McDonald, and her com- 


The denouement came when Dr. J. C. 
Corbus, superintendent at Kankakee, fre- 
eeived a telegram from Mrs. R. A. Cudahy, 
15 Appleton street, Boston, asking whether 
Rosa McDonald was a patient in the ifstitu- 
tion. Dr. Corbus:- asked the woman, who 
still clung to the name of Frances Agnes 
Ross, if she ever had been known as Rosa 
McDonald. She said she had not, but asked 
the superintendent why he inquired. Dr. 

orbus told her of Mrs. Cudahy’s inquiry. 

Later the insane woman called for pen and 
paper and wrote a rambling letter to Mrs. 
Cudahy. It reads: ; 

Dear Sister: Yes, I am here, confined among 
a lot of crazy people. All want to know who I 
am and who my ancestors were. I keep them all 
guessing and laugh at them. It is great fun. 


‘Story Told in Court. 


The letter was intercepted and the Boston 
woman was notified that Rosa McDonald 
was a patient at the asylum. The result was 
a visit to Kankakee by William A. Morse, a 
Boston lawyer, and Mrs. Minnie J. Andrews, 
a friend of the McDonald family. Yesterday 
the story was told in court, and Judge Carter 
entered an order directing that the McDonald 
woman be given into the custody of Mrs. An- 
drews. 

As told in court the story of Miss McDon- 
ald’s life had to do only with her experience 
in Boston. It dealt with a love affair with 
G. W. Gillespie, said to be a Boston million- 
aire, and the deeding to Miss McDonald of 
property worth $45,000, Gillespie's relatives, 
it was said, gave Miss McDonald $5,000 more 
and induced her to leave that city. This was 
two years ago, and it is not known where 
she has been since then, although her hats 
and many of her dresses are of Parisian

FOUNDER OF UNION STOCK-YARDS 
EXPIRES SUDDENLY. 


Taken Ill Sunday with Grip, the End 
Comes on Tuesday—In Vigorous 
Health Up to Last Sickness, Though 
77 Years of Agt—Born on a Farm in 
New York State—In California Soon 
After the Discovery of Gold—Retires 
from Business and Returns to It. 


John B. Sherman, founder of the Union 
Stock- Yards and Transit company and mem- 
ber of the South Park commission, died yes- 
terday forenoon at his residence, 2100 Prai- 
rie avenue, after a brief illness from grip. 
He was taken sick on Sunday night. The 
funeral will take place tomorrow afternoon. 

Notwithstanding his advanced age of 77 
years, up to within a few days before he 
became sick Mr. Sherman’g physical and 
mental powers were exceptionally strong. 
For many years he had taken daily rides on 
horseback through the parks and boule- 


vards. 

He ranked among the first of Chicago’s 
public-spirited citizens. His best energies 
were devoted to the improvement of the 
park and boulevard system on the South 
Side, yet he was always interested in similar 
projects on the other two sides of the city. 


Born on Farm in New York State. 


Mr. Sherman was born in January, 1825, 
at Beekman, Dutchess County, New York. 
He spent his early days on a farm, receiv- 
ing only the meager education offered in 
the common schools. At the age of 19 he 
obtained employment as a clerk in a coun- 
try store. In this position he continued for 
.peveral years. In 1849 the discovery of gold 
in California led him to the Pacific coast. 
He made the trip by way of Mexico and en- 
gaged in the mining business near the point 
where the first discovery of gold was made. 
He made several thousand dollars in the 
gold country, and during the following year 
returned to New York. 

He remained there only a few months, 
however, returning to the West during the 
same year, and, locating in Illinois, pur- 
chased a farm in Kendall County. At the 
end of a few years he removed to Chicago 
and entered the commission business as a 
member of the firm of Black & Sherman. 
Ever since he had been closely ftdentified 
with the live stock business in this city. In 
1855 Mr. Sherman leased the old Bull’s Head 
Stock-Yards, in West Madison street. In 
the following year he leased the Merrick 
yards, then located at Thirty-ninth street 
and Cottage Grove avenue. There he con- 
tinued in business until 1866, first being as- 
sociated with D. K. Belding and afterwards 
with his brother, lL. N. W. Sherman. 

* There were four different stock-yards mar- 
kets in the city at that time, and, believ- 
ing that their consolidation would improve 
and enlarge the live stock trade in Chicago, 
‘Mr. Sherman started a movement in that 
direction. As a result of his efforts the 
Union Stock-Yards and Transit compan 

was organized in 1866. 


Quits Business and Resumes. 
Before the completion of the Stock-Yards 
Mr. Sherman, having determined to retire 
from active business, removed to Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., but a year later, upon the 


. death of F. E. Bryant, he returned to Chi- 


cago and succeeded him as General Super- 
intendent. While he held this position it 
was a familiar sight to see Mr. Sherman 
riding through the yards on horseback in- 
specting the- workings of the organization 
and devoting his attention to such details 
as would insure the best accommodations to 
the patrons of the yards and to the railroad 
companies, 

It was Mr. Sherman's aim to make the 
Union Stock-Yards the greatest live stock 
market in the world. He afterwards was 
elected Vice President and General Man- 
ager and a director of the company. 

Mr. Sherman was a man of great wealth, 
but he was plain and unpretentious, gen- 
erous, and liberal-minded. Aside from his 
Prairie avenue home he owned several hun- 
dred acres at Forest Hill and a farm and 
other property at Washington Heights. He 
was largely interested In several banks. 

He left a widow, one son, and one daugh- 
ter, the wife of D. H. Burnham, the archi- 
tect. His widow was a second wife, to whom 
he was married about four years ago,

There were 
more buying orders yésterday than in some 
time, sales of corn at least 30,000 bu and of 
oats about 150,000 bu in scattered lots. The 
oats demand was for the cheaper grades, 
barley and rye mixtures. 

Cc. M. Harrington of Minneapolis, who was 
on the floor yesterday, says of the movement 
inthe Northwest: ‘‘ There has been some in- 
crease’in sales by farmers the last week or 
two, considerable if one figures perceniages. 
but small in the aggregate as the movement 
had been sm4ll. There is a third of the crop 
back in farmers’ hands, however, and there 
will be a fair movement to terminal points 
right along from North Dakota line ele- 
vators in March, because assessments are 
made in April, and from Minnesota houses 
in April. After seeding the farmers will sell 
what they have left. There will be larger 
demands for seeding because of the large 
number of new farms opened in North Da- 
kota.”’ 

** This spring weather brings bad roads.”’ 
says Richardson, “‘ and corn deliveries will be 
curtailed, but the country still seems anxious 
to sell.”’ 

Trying to Bull Corn. 

The important phase of the corn market 
was the added evidence that those interests 
which had been active in bringing about 
the decline were disposed to work for an 
advance. Bartlett, who turned bear last 
week because the market refused to go 
up, and sold heavily, was a large buyer yes- 
terday as well as the day before, and again 
advances the theory that the country move- 
ment will be practically over with this week 
and that corn ‘will sell at 80c this week. 
Patten and Cudahy were both large buyers. 
There has been some improvement in the 
export demand at the seaboard and in the 
Bastern domestic shipping demand here, and 
it does not take much improvement to cause 
speculative support. It is believed the country 
sales have been largely by farmers who 
have to move on March 1 or want money to 
pay their taxes then, and that it is practically 
over already. There were reports from 
various points in Illinols that the roads 
were breaking up, which wou!d mean a de- 
creased movement, and there will be an 
effort at least for another bull campaign in: 
coarse grains. 

The official report from the department 
at Washington that the snow covering has 
practicaily disappeared, except north 6f the 
winter wheat beit, doubtless had a good dea! 
to do in prompting the large covering opera- 
tions by ‘leading local shorts. If the crop is 
in poor condition the trade is certain to 
hear of it, and if there are damage reports 
to be made they are more likely to be ex- 
aggerated than to be stated too mildly. 
Those who believe the winter wheat crop 
was killed or seriously damaged before the 
snow came will now look for corroboration. 
There was one claim from Kansas that the 
plant looked dead, and several reports from 
southern Kansas and Oklahoma, where the 
snowfall was light, that the ground was 
dry and was blowing badiy, there having 
been three days’ wind. If the thaw should be 
followed by a sharp freeze conditions wou/d 
be ripe for a speculative advance, but ifaniid 
weather and rains should continue the busi- 
ness of selling the next crop in the Chicago 
pit before it is raised would receive quite an 
impetus. The forecast was for fair weather 
in the central West and Southwest, but there 
was a “low” barometer in the extreme 
Northwest which may develop trouble 
weather.

STREET’S BECOMES DOMINATING 
COMPANY IN INDUSTRY. 


By Purchase of ‘Canda and Consoll- 
dated Properties It More than Dou- 
bles Equipment — President Louis 
Eckstein’s Report Shows Surplus of 
$50,174—Calumet Canal and Dock 
Stock Has Further Advance—Sells 
at 72 1-8—Other Financial Topics, 


Official announcement was made by Presi- 
dent Louis Eckstein at the annual meeting 
of the stockholders of Street’s Western Sta- 
ble Car line yesterday of the absorption of 
the Canda and the Consolidated Cattle Car 
companies, as anticipated in THE TRIBUNE.

President Eckstein’s Report. 


President Eckstein announced the pur- 
chase of the two companies in his annual 
report as follows:

*“*In a general way, it may be stated that 
in avoiding the duplication of orders alone, a 
great advantage must of necessity accrue to 
the car company, d, at the same time, be 
great saving» to the railroad companies. 

“ft will enable the railroad companies to 
place their orders through one company, and 
it will enable the car company to provide the 
necessary cars with greater dispatch and 
certainty. 


Large Saving in Organization. 


“It may be further stated that our com- 
pany's organization, as at present constitut- 
ed, with practically no increase except in its 
shop forces, will be able to handle the en- 
larged company at a saving of thousands of 
dollars. 

*“ With the sole-idea of being conservative 

in the reference made to these advantages, it 
is not deemed advisable at this time to go 
further into details. Your directors and 
managing officers believe that the next an- 
nual report of the company will show in sub- 
— form the wisdom of this important 
step. 
** With the codperation of the ratlroads— 
which this enlarged company will seek to 
establish more firmly, and with better ad- 
vantages to all parties concerned—there is 
no reason why your company should not con- 
tinue in its prosperity, in its wider scope and 
field, which it now enters upon. 

“The annual report of the «peration of 
your company for the year 1901 and its finan- 
cial condition, submitted today, must be as 
gratifying to the stockholders as it is pleas- 
ing to your Board of Directors. 


, Less Cars to Operate. 


‘With approximately. 200 less cars to op- 
erate (being the series of cars owned by the 
Northern Pacific railway company, hereto- 
fore operated by your company under con- 
‘tract, but which was terminated by that 
company early in the year) your gross earn- 
ings for the year 1901 were on a par with the 
earnings of the previous year, so that the 
withdrawal of these cars from your opera- 
tion did not carry with it a corresponding 
reduction in the gross earnings. It is clear, 
therefore, that had this contract been in 
operation during the year 1901, on the basis

your present administration, the sum of 
$27,679 was expended in special and extraor- 
dinary repairs, renewals, betterments, and 
improvements over and above the sum ex- 
pended in the year 1898 for the maintenance 
of your equipment. 
. * In the year 1900 the sum of $22,710 was 
expended in a similar manner in excess of 
the previous year's outlay for maintenance, 
making a gross total of $50,389, expended in 
the heroic treatment of cars which had been 
permitted to deteriorate.

Tax on Bank Undivided Profits. 


A. B. Hepburn of New York, Vice President 
of the Chase National Bank of New York, 
has issued a letter relating to the position of 
the American Bankers’ association on the 
taxation of the undivided profits of banks, 
which was taken up recently by President 


of Chicago, with the result that the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue suspended action 
until a test case could be tried in court. Mr. 
Hepburn says: 

“The present Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue recently reversed the ruling of his 
predecessor and held that undivided profits, 
as well as capital and surplus, were liable to 
a tax of $2.00 per thousand under the internal 
revenue act passed during the Spanish war. 
‘Thereupon, a committee representing the 
clearing-house associations of St. Louis, 
Chicago, Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York, 
and Boston, of which J. B. Forgan of Chi- 
cago was chairman, Stephen Baker repre- 
senting New York, called upon the commis- 
sioner, representing the interests of the 
banks. An agreement was reached with 
him not to enforce the tax pending a judicial 
construction of the statute, the commis- 
sioner in the meantime requiring the banks 
to make a return of the amount of their un- 
divided profits under the statute, under pro- 
test, leaving the payment of the tax in abey- 
ance pending the decision of the courts. 

** None of the suits already pending in- 
volved either a national or a State bank. It 
was desirable, therefore, to have some bank 
pay this tax under protest and bring suit to 
recover the same in order to obtain a judicial 
construction which would apply to the banks 
of the country as a whole. 

‘Mr. Yerkes, the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, was consulted and conferred 
with, as well as Collector Treat of this city.

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Western Union Governing Committee 
Fails to Agree on Proposed Rate 
Increase. 


The Governing committee of the Western 
union had 4 prolonged discussion yesterday 
over the proposed flat advance of 25 per cent 
in the eighteen Western States in its field. 

Radical differences of opinion developed, 
one element wanting the advance ordered at 
once, while another opposed it and urged the 
hastening of the schedules, or at least a post- 
ponement until the semi-annual meeting of 
thé union two weeks from today. 

A compromise was finally reached by which 
the imposition of a flat advance of 25 per 
cent, along the lines of the Eastern union 
action of last week, is to be submitted to the 
members for vote through the bulletin. 

It is assured that there will be a large ma- 
jority in favor of the proposition, but it is 
understood that the opposition will raise the 
point that the support of 9 per cent of the 
members is necessary, and it is equally sure 
that this proportion cannot be secured. A 
lively contest is expected over that point. 

Few of the Western managers have had 
the expected peremptory instructions from 
the East to support the advance. It is be- 
lieved that the news that such strong op- 
_ position has developed here will. bring ex- 
plicit orders from any companies.

C. AND E. I. THOUGHT TO CONTROL 
TRIBUTARY ROAD. 


Acquirement of Evansville and Terre 
Haute Giving Outldt te Ohio River 
Regarded as Fi Step Toward 
Merger with Louisville and Nash- 
ville, with Which ‘Close 
Agreements Now Exist—Gates Said 
to Have Secured C. and 


It is generally believed in railway circles 
here that the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
company has practically secured a control- 
ling interest in the Evansville and Terre 
Haute railroad and that the roads will be 
merged into one before long. This belief is 
by the report that Pregident E. 
R. Thomas of the Evansville and Terre 
Haute confirms the statement that he is to 
resign his office and that he will retire from 
the directorate, together with his father, 
General Samuel Thomas, and H. M. Work, 
who is on the board in the interest of 
Thomas. 

The retirement of Mr. Thomas from the 
Presidency can mean but one thing, and that 
is that the control of the Evansville and 
Terre Haute, which has been held by the 
Thomas interests for about one year only, 
has gone into new hands. That the Eastérn 
Illinois {s in control is shown by the further 
announcement that the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois interests would play a prominent part 
in the new board. « Edwin M. Hooley of the 
Stock Exchange firm of Ralston & Hooley 
of New York, it is understood, will succeed 


Hooley are said to be closely identified with 
‘with H. H. Porter, the principal owner and 
chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois. 


Connects with L. and N. 


The Chicago and Eastern Illinois Ohio 
River line terminates at Terre Haute, Ind., 
and to secure an outlet to the Ohio River at 
Evansville, where connection is made with 
the Louisville and Nashville, it has to use the 
Evansville and Terre Haute. The two roads 
together make the most direct line between 
Chicago and the Ohio River, and in connec-: 
tion with. the Louisville and Nashville have 
the short line to Nashville and other points 
in the South. A strong traffic agreement has 
existed between these roads for years. For 
a short time, about twelve or fifteen years 
ago, the two roads were united and D. J. 
Mackey was President of both. Subsequent- 
ly dissentions arose and the two lines were 
again separated and have been operated in- 
dependently ever since. 

The opinion is that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville is interested in the new deal and that 
as soon as the Evansville and Terre Haute 
and the Chicago and Eastern Illinois have 
been united, the former .will come to the 
front as the principal owner of these roads 
and make them its direct outlet to Chicago. 
This will offset the acquisition of the Monqn 
by the Southern railway. 


Rumor Concerns Colorado: Road. 


President Frank Trumbull of the Colerado 
and Southern was in thecity yesterday. He 
declined to say anything regarding the re- 
ported acquisition of his road by John W. 
Gates and others who control the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron company. It is believed, how- 
ever, that Mr. Trumbull came here to confer

NEWS OF THE COURTS. 
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. It is probable that Dr. 
Cigarets and 


: Herbert F. Fisk of the 
Scholarship. Northwestern University 
Preparatory School has 


. found an effective way to stop cigaret smok- 
- ing among the boys under his care. He de- 


tiares that all pupils who refuse to give up 
the cigaret habit will be packed off to their 
parents. That boy must be pretty thick- 
skinned who would not feel thoroughly 
ashamed if it were known that he hadto quit 
boarding school because he insisted on smok- 
mg cigarets. Dr. Fisk ‘“ kept tab,’’ as the 
saying is, onthe boys who smoked, and found 
that they were far below the non-smokers in 
the average of scholarship. If Dr. Fisk de- 
sires additional figures to strengthen the 
position he has taken let him send to the 
United States Military Academy for a docu- 
ment prepared there in the year 1880 by the 
late General Peter S. Michie, the biographer 
of McClellan. The cadets had been allowed 
to smoke for years untold. They took to 
sigarets because they could smoke them be- 
tween drum calls, a matter of a minute or 
two. General Michie, then professor of phi- 
losophy, took the weekly study marks of 
every cadet in the corpsforayear. Thenon- 
smokers, it was found, had far better marks 
than their comrades with the yellow stained 
fingers. General O. O. Howard, the superin- 
tendent of the academy, only too willingly 
abolished smoking there. The result was a 
‘marked improvement in the morale @nd 
scholarship of the corps. There may be a 
lesson in this for the other schools of the 
country. 


THE PHILIPPINE TARIFF. | 
The House passed a bill imposing on im- 
ports from the Philippines the full Dingley 
law duties, the collections to be turned over 
to the insular treasury. This would bean 
empty gift, for the imports under that law 
are’ practically limited to Manila hemp, 
“which is on the free list. ; 
* The Senate has amended the bill by pro- 
viding that only 75 per cent of the Dingley 
law duties shall be collected. This is not so 
great a concession as Governor Taft recom- 
mended, nor as a majority of the Republican 
Senators were willing to give. Senator 
Féraker’s amendment to substitute 50 per 
cent was defeated by Democratic votes. 
But a cut of 25 per cent is not to be despised. 
It will give the sugar and tobacco of the 
Philippines a decided advantage in the 
American market. Of late years the islands 
have been sending next to no sugar to the 
United States. Ten years ago they sent 
100,000,000 pounds. Thanks to the lower 
duty, the sugar shipments will increase 
rapidly and the duties collected will be of 
substantial assistance to the insular govern- 
ment. The lower duties on sugar and tobac- 
co will give it more revenue and by supply- 
ing a better market for these two products 
will make the Filipino more inclined to 
work and to keep the peace. | 

The House has yet to concur in this 
amendment. It will be a bitter pill forsome 
representatives who have been contending 
that the American sugar beet is a delicate, 
hothouse plant, which will wither if it be 
not protected against the sugar cane, 
wherever grown, by the present duty of 
nearly a cent and three-quarters a pound. 
There are American tobacco growers who, 
Aithough the United States exported last 
year $26,000,000 worth of unmanufactured 
tobacco, will protest against the proposed 
concession to Philippine tobacco. 

These selfish, foolish protests will be in 
vain. It is expedient for many reasons that 
two important Philippine industries should 
be encouraged. There are even more rea- 
sons for doing for the Cubans as much as it 
is proposed to do for the Filipinos, if not 
more. 


MUNICIPAL TELEPHONES IN BRITAIN, 
The municipal telephone system of Glas- 
gow, opened iast year, is the largest mu- 
Hicipal plant in the kingdom, but it was 
second in time by a few weeks to that of 
Tunbridge Wells and vicinity. The lat- 
ter serves a semi-rural community and is 
a comparatively small undertaking, but its 
short history is interesting. During a 
recent application by the Tunbridge Wells 
authorities to the Local Government board 
for increased borrowing powers, in order 
to make extensions, the effect of the mu- 
nicipal venture upon the old company and 
upon the extended use of telephones was 
fully aired and some significant facts were 
The old company began in 1889, and in 
1891 had sixty-two subscribers.. In 1896 
the number bad increased to 112. Then 
came the agitation for a public system and 
finally the decision to inaugurate it. This 


system was opened in July last, with 240 


subecribers—eixty less than the entire num- 
ber estimated eas likely to become. users. 
The old company then had 349 subscribers. 
Competition thereupon became active, with 
the result that on the Ist of February the 
old company had 624 lines and the mnu- 


 picipal plant 538, with 283 connections wait- 


ing to be made with latter. In‘other 
words, a community whicno in 1896 used 112 
‘phones now has nearly 1,200 and will soo

THE REFERENDUM I8 DELAY. 
The Council’ voted that no ordinance 
making a grant to a traction company 
should be operative until submitted to pop- 
ular yote and approved by a majority of 
The Mayor has had the 
courage to veto this provision, although 
adopted on his recommendation. He has 
been told by the Law department that the 
Council has-no-power to pass a- traction 
ordinance of the kind mentioned above, for 
it cannot delegate its powers. The Mayor 
has received from. the Corporation Counsel 
the same adwice that was given by this 
paper some months ago when this proposi- 
tion that grants to street railroad companies 
be made contingent on popular approval 
was first urged upon the Council by. the 
Mayor. * 

In this veto message the suggestion is 
made that the people be consulted prior 
to, not after, the adoption of an ordinance. 
This would not be an illegal procedure, 
but it would be inexpedient. It would 
answer well enough in a small village. It 
would answer no good purpose in a large 
city. It would be an expensive and a 
dilatory proceeding. The vote would sig- 
nify little because so small a.percentage 
of the electors would take the trouble to 
go to the polls. No one can tell how long 
it will take to reach a final agreement with 
the traction companies if the Aidermen 
weakly bind themselves to do nothing which 
does not meet with the approval of a ma- 
jority of the minority of the total electorate 
voting at a referendum election. | 
Month after next one-half of the Council 
will be elected. The Aidermen chosen then 
will have to take part in making an ar- 
rangement with the traction companies. 
That will be part of the business they will 
be elected.to look after. The people will 
expect them to attend to it and not attempt 
to shirk their duty and escape responsibility 
by asking the people to. go to the polls and 
say there whether they are in favor of this, 
that, or the other draft of a traction ordi- 
nance. . 
As a matter of law, the Council cannot 
bind itself in the manner now proposed by 
the Mayor. If an excellent plan for an 
agreement with the traction companies were 
to be received unfavorably at a referen- 
dum election the Council would be at liberty 
to pass an ordinance based on that plan. 
It would be its duty to do so if that plan 
were the best it could devise. It is for 
the Council to determine what is best to be

They are not flattered by this 
pretended deference for their opinion, 
Good service, not a referendum, is what they 
desire, and they want that good service 
soon. 
SENATOR TILLMAN Is MISTAKEN, . 
Senator Tillman does not. deny that he 
broke the rules of the Senate when he struck 
his colleague, but he says he could not 
have done otherwise. In his letter to the 
President he says that the duel being ob- 
solete, “we have been forced as a people 
here to cling to the old Anglo-Saxon rule 
of considering the lie direct as the first blow, | 
and no man could hold up his head in decent 
society should he, being near enough to 
answer the lie with a blow, not give it.” 
There was no such Anglo-Saxon rule, but 
let that pass. It is true that “ lie ” is usually 
considered a “ fighting word.” It is so pro- 
voking a word that, although it must be ad- 
mitted a blow.is:not evidence that the 
charge of lying is unfounded, ordinarily 
nobody censures the man who raises his 
angry fist. It happens someétimes, how- 
ever, that he who strikes the blow gets 
thrashed. There cannot be much real satis- 
faction or vindication in hitting the man 
who has called one a liar when the hitter 
gets the worst’ of the fight. . The combat 
he challenged having gone against him, the 
presumption must be that he was a liar. 
That was the view of the gentlemen who 
lived “ when knighthood was in flower ” 
Senator Tillman is in error in his broad 
statement that “no man could hold up his 
head in decent society” who did not do 
as he did last Saturday. ‘There are men 
moving in’ good society who do not lose 
their tempers when offensive epithets are 
applied to them. . Least of all do they do so 
when those epithets do not fit them. Then, 
it is indeed- unphilosophical to get in a rage. 
When that=distinguished son: “or - South 
Carolina, Mr. James Petigru, was coarsely 
abused by a blackguardly fellow. he made 
no rejoinder because, as he explained, every- 
body knew that the names he was called 
did not really apply to him. But when the 
rash young man called Mr. Petigru a 
“hoary-headed old Federalist,” that gen- 
tleman smote the offender to the earth be- 
cause, as he said, “I am a hoary-headed 
old Federalist and’I don’t intend to let 
that rascal'tell the truth about me.” Per. 
haps Senator Tillman never heard this 
story. 
- There is one rule concerning insults which 
obtains in “ decent society ” which Senator 
Tiiman evidently is unaware of. It is that 
under certain circumstances there can be 
no immediate physical rejoinder to an in. 
sult such gas that which enraged ‘Senator 
Tilman. There must'be no fighting in the 
presence of ladies, in a church, a court, 
or legislative assembly.

NEW YORK AND CHICAGO. 
President Eliot of Harvard College, after 
three days of sight-seeing in New York City, 
was asked what his impressions of the 
Eastern metropolis were. He replied that 
he carried away nothing so forcible as the 
conviction of its “ squalor and absolute ugli- 
ness.” The New York. Evening Post is 
candid enough to acknowledge that “no 
New-Yorker, however devoted to his city, 
can deny the essential truth of the charge.” 

The Post admits that Central Park and 
the waterways are the strong points of the 
city and the only “solace from artistic de- 
spair.” But while many of the great oppor- 


most beautiful of cities are gone forever, 
still the Post is of the opinion that tnuch can 
be done in the way of rebuilding, improving, 
and beautifying, and that when the people 
realize the great social, business, and moral 
advantages to be gained thereby it will be 
done. The Post sees great hope in the fact 
that while a quarter of a century ago there 
were only a few individuals who cared about 
the artistic development of the city now 
there are many and “ several associations 
and clubs more or less directly concerned 
with our municipal development.” 

What is true of New York is equally true 
of Chicago. The parallél is a striking one. 
If President Eliot during. his proposed trip 
shall come to Chicago the principal impres- | 
sions he will carry away will be not only of 
“ squalor and absolute ugliness ” but also of 
filth over head and under foot. And no 
Chicagoan would be bold enough to declare 
his impressions mistaken. The park sys- 
tems and our waterway, Lake Michigan, 
are the only “ solace”? we have from “ 
But we have the same hope 
for development that New York has. At 
the time of the great fire there were few who 
cared a straw about the beautifying of the 
cy. Now there are many. Our clubs, in- 
cluding the Woman’s club, are concerned 
with it and the Municipal Art league, which 
only began its work in the twentieth cen- 
tury, as its prospectus states, is “ bringing 
to the attention of the officials and the peo- 
ple of the city the best methods for institu- 
ting artistic municipal improvements and 
stimulating civic pride in the care and im- 
provement of private property!” In one re- 
spect the parallel diverges. ‘Chicago. has 
lost none of its opportunities for improve- 
ment. The chances for municipal regenera- 
tion are as numerous and as favorable as | 
they ever were. Once smoke and filth are 
reduced tothe minimum, the field for beauti- 
fying and improving the city will be an open 


that ‘is' accomplished we have nothing to 
show to Emperors’ brothers or college Presi- 
dents of which we can boast, except our 
people, and they have extreme difficulty in 
keeping themselves clean. 


UNIVERSITY VS. STOCK-YARDS._ 

The committee which is intrusted with 
the difficult duty of: giving Prince Henry 
an adequate conception of the warmth of 
Chicago’s feeling toward him has not yet 
been able to make up its mind on a certain 
important question. Shall the Prince be 
taken to see the Stock-Yards or shall he be 
taken to see. the university? There will 
not be tithe for both. A choice must be 
made of one. 

At first it seems as if this choice would 
be easy.-’ The Stock-Yards are useful, in- 
deed, and in‘ many ways interesting. But 
they undeniably deal' with the ~ grosser 
necessities of life. They minister to man’s 
lower nature. They. bring forcibly. to mind 
the fact that man preys on his fellow-crea- 
tures and smears himself with their blood. 
The university, on.the other hand, is the 
nursery of arts and sciences, the repository 
of the knowledge laid up by the past, the 
prophecy of knowledge. to be gathered by 
the future, the guarantee of continued intel- 
lectual life, the abode of the muses, the bea- 
con light of truth, and a great many other 
pretty things, all of which can be found by 
the ‘interested reader in the speeches de- 
ivered at the recent decennial celebration. 
It would, therefore, seem to be no more 
than proper that the Prince should be given 
a chance to see a place which is so credit- 
able to Chicago’s-aspirations. _ 

On further’ thought, however, the ques- 
tion appears in a different light. Univer- 
sities are no-novelty to our princely guest. 
He has seen universities before, and good 
ones, too. The University of Chicago might 
please him as:an evidence of regard for 
learning in a country which: is often con-. 
sidered as the exponent of commercialism, 
but when a man has seen Bonn, and Heidel- 
berg, and Munich, and Leipsic, and Ber- 
lin he might go through the University of 
Chicago and be bored. There is little there 
with which the Prince is not perfectly fa- 
miliar. At the Stock-Yards, on the con- 
trary, there are a great many things ‘in 
which - he would have a fresh interest. A. 
slaughtering pen may not be so beautiful 
a sight as a laboratory and sausage-maidens 
are in some ways less agreeable than coeds, 
but, after all, the slaughtering pens and the 
sausage-maidens would.be more entertain- 
ing. What Prince’ Henry should have isa 
good time, and he is more likely to have a 
good time if he is seeing something new than 
if he is being given a dose of-the kind of 
medicine he has doubtless taken a score of 
times in his own country. * 

Besides, a cursory survey of a university 
is useless. One learns nothing from it. 
The tone and the efficiency of the- place 
cannot be determined in that way. A visit 
of two hours at such an institution leaves 
one with nothing but an impression of large 
buildings which may or may ‘not be used 
well.. Two hours at the Stock-Yards, how- 
ever, would ‘have a different’ effect. Two 
hours there would. mean something. The 
Prince could in those.two hours get an ex: 
ceedingly vivid idea of: an industry. which 
is of great importance both to the United 
States and to Germany. Even from the. 
business. point of. view ‘his visit might do 
good. It might remove from his mind any 
prejudice against American beef or pork 
which still lingers there. When he has seen 
the carefulness and the cleanliness with 
which export meat is dressed he will be 
able to speak'a word in defense of that meat 
in places where it needs defenders. 

In fact,’ for Prince Henry’s sake, it is the 
Stock-Yards rather than the university to 
which he should be taken if he shall desire 
to go there. The university does not stand 
so high among. universities as the Stock- 
Yards ,does among stock-yards.. Let. the 
Prince see the most distinctive things we 
have.

““T am a Southerner by birth. When the 
war broke out my father was in the army of 
the United States. He renounced his birth- 
right and stuck to the union. I was too 
young to take an active part one way or the 

her in the war. | 
oe In 1866, after the surrender of the South, 
father, then a Colonel, was sent down to take 
command of a military district in Mississippi. 
His headquarters were in a small city, near 
which lived many people who had known my 
father’s family in the old days before 
Sumpter'was fired on. They looked upon him 
as a traitor and a renegade. My mother was 
a Northern woman and had no sympathy 


with the rebels, as they were still cajled. 


“T was 18 years old at the time and was 
home on my vacation from a Massachusetts 
One afternoon, when I had been 
out riding on horseback, I was met on the 
street by people who told me to hurry home— 
that a serious accident had happened to my 
father. I lashed my horse toarun. AS I 
dismounted my mother met me. 

‘** Your father has been assassinated,’ she 
said. ‘He was shot from ambush by some 
of the cowardly curs who belong to the 
chivalry of the South. His body is in the 
house. I and some more women found him 
lying on the street and carried him home.’ 

“My mother was dry-eyed and calm. I 
never saw her more quiet and collected, It 
struck me at thé time that her manner was 
unnatural. We got ready as quickly as pos- 
sible. Mother would accept no aid from any 
Southerner. We took father’s remains back 
to the little Northern city where mother’s 
girlhood had been spent and where they had 
been married. Her parents were living then, 
and directly after the funeral I was sent back 
to college, she remaining behind. 

“My college course over, I entered the 
divinity school and, after three years, I 
was ordained a priest. Then I came back 
to the town where my mother was living. 
It happened that the pastorate of old Grace 
Church was vacant just then, and I was 
called to fill it. Mother and I—her parents 
died within three months of my return— 
moved into the rectory and we have never 
left it since. 

‘Mother had. never recovered from the 
shock of my father’s death. She never did 
recover. She was never known to shed a tear. 
over it. Instead, she soon became what

people call “‘ queer.”” She grew more and 
more unwilling to see any one. Within a 
year after we moved into the rectory she 
had reached a point where she refused to see 
even her old frinds when they called. She 
kept more and more to the limits of the 
house. If a visitor was ushered into a room 
where mother was sitting she would rise, 
look at the caller without recognition, and 
silently go out into another part of the 
house. It was no use talkingtoher. Shedid 
not understand. 

“I can never be sufficiently grateful for 
the fact that the people of my parish took 
no offense at my mother’s actions. She was 
not to blame, but many people would have 
misunderstood it and forced me to resign 
my post. That would have forced me also 
to leave the ministry, for mother absolutely 
refused to leave the town near which my 
father was buried, and even to have taken 
her out of the parsonage would have caused 
a scene which I shudder to think of. But, 
thank ‘heaven! it was never necessary to 
even suggest to her the idea of a change. 

“Three years after we had moved into 
the parsonage, and after mother had devel- 
oped most of her idiosyncrasies, I had a call 
to the pulpit of a big church in Chicago. Of 
course I had to refuse it. The Bishop urged 
me toaccept. He declared not only that the 
way of personal advancement for myself lay 
in that direction, but that the church needed 
me there, and that I had no right to allow any 
personal objection to stand in the way. I 
didn’t feel that I had any right to tell the 
Bishop the rea! reason which held me back— 
at least not then—and it was hard work. 

“Five years later I had another call, this 
time from a church in Massachusetts. It 


was in a university town, the place above | 


all others in which I should have liked to 

live. But the causes which had compelled 

me to refuse the first call were even stronger 

now. Mother had never once put her head 

out of the parsonage for more than five 

years. To have taken her out then on any 

pretext would have been the death of her, ° 
I am sure. 

“In addition, she had begun a new and 
even more annoying habit. On the day when 
father was killed in Mississippi it happened 
that the table had just been laid for supper 
and mother was waiting for father and me 
to get home to the meal. Now she developed 
the delusion that father had just gone out 
for a few minutes and was likely to be back 


at any moment, so she always insisted that | 


three times a day an extra place should be 
laid at the table for hfm. 

‘For more than twenty years she and I 
sat down to three meals a day with a va- 
cant place ready laid between us, waiting 
for him who could never come to occupy it. 
Of course, this pecullarity on the part of my 
mother made it extremely hard to keep any 
help in the house. Time after time we had 
a good girl leave us in an instant almost be- 
cause she was frightened at mother’s order 
that three places must always be laid. Often 
different members of my parish offered to 
help me in my household affairs, and often 
enough it would have been a great relief, 
but, of course, it was altogether impossibie 
to bring any outsider into the house.

’ present moment that the big ruby which 
figures on the crown with which King Ed- 
ward is to be crowned next June, is a base 
imitation of that original stone which 

formerly belonged to Edward, the Black 
Prince. Neither the government nor the 
principal court officials will admit or deny the 
Story. Butitis thoroughly believed, not only | 
in London society and in court circles, but 
aiso by all those experts in precious stones 
and jewelers who have had an opportunity 
of examining the crown. 

This naturaliy has served to give rise to 

speculation as to what muy have become of 
' this historic crown jewel, and to revive the 
stories about the matter which were current 
during the reign of King William IV. and 
Guring the early years of the Victorian era. 
Tt was no secret then that King George 
IV. had either loaned or given to th@ cele- 
brated Marchioness of Conyngham many of 
the crown jewels. In Charles Greville’s 
diary he refers in an entry, dated Jure 24, 
to the fact that Lady Conyngham had 
worn on her -head at a dinner given at 
Devonshire House on the preceding evening 
the great sapphire which is today one of the 
principal gems of the crown. 


At the time of King George's death it was 
found that the Marchioness had in her pos- 
session a large number of the most valuable 
crown jewels, which she declared that the 

had given to her. Many of these, in- 

cluding the great sapphire, she was compelled 

|. to surrender, though not until the law had 
been invoked against her. 

But if there is any truth in the story, ac- 
cording to which the great ruby on the 
British crown is a clever imitation, then it is 
probabie in the extreme that she managed to 
retain the Edward the Black Prince ruby, 
whith had been confided to her by the dis- 
solute King George. 

It will naturally be asked why no effort 
should have been made to recover this stone 

~ @uring the reign of Queen Victoria. But 
Lady Churchill—the “Jane Churchill 
whose hame figures so frequently, and al- 
ways with such expressions of affection and 
regard in the pages of the various books 
written by Queen Victoria, as the latter's 
principal companion and amanuensis, was a 
member of the Conyngham family, and it is 
doubtful under the circumstances whether 
Queen Victoria would have done anything 
to annoy or pain one so completely devoted 
to her as Lady Churchill. 

Lady Churchill is dead now, however—she 
Was the grandaunt of the present Marquis 
of Conyngham—and if there is any truth in 
the story, according to which some member 
of the Conyngham family has the ruby in his 
or her possession, or can indicate the method 
of its disposal, King Edward may be trusted 
to recover it. 


| T is persistently stated in England at the 


The famous, or ieee Mar- 
chioness of Conyngham, who induced King 
‘George TV. to confide to her the crown jewels, 
figured in much the same position with re- 

_ gard to that monarch as Mme. de Pompa- 
gour occupied at the court of King Louis 
XV. of France. Charles Greville in his pub- 
lished diaries speaks of her as follows: 

“ The wealth she has accumulated by sav- 
ings and presents must be enormous. The 
King continues to heap all kinds of things 
upon her, and she as weil as her husband and 
sone dive at his expense. A more despicable 
scene cannot be exhibited than that which 
our court presents."’ 

Nor is Charles Greville the only writer who 
speaks thus of her. Bagehot in his standard 
work, entitled “English Constitution,” 
writes of her tn a similar fashion, while there | 
is hardly a historian of modern Burope, nor 
an author of memoirs dealing with political 
and court life in the early portion of the 
nineteenth century, who does not hold up to 
public obloquy the notorious Marchioness of 


Conyngham.

But all these. treasures have been removed 
to Wortley Hall, standing on a plateau over- 
looking the beautiful valley of the Don, in the 
district immortalized by Sir Walter Scott in 
his Ivanhoe.” 

The present Lord Wharncliffe is a nephew 
of the late Earl, and among his brothers is 
the Hon. Montague Stuart Wortley, who is 
in business in New York, and married toa 
daughter of Admiral Schiey. The late Lord 
Wharncliffe was one of the principal cham- 
pions in Engiand of the confederacy during 
the civil war in this country, and even or- 
ganized a in behalf of the 
Southern cause.
